Libby Bransfield and Fred Sanford became close colleagues over the many years and in the 
end were major contributors to a combining and sharing of resources of the Building, Planning 
and Zoning functions of the Town. Their spirit of cooperation and willingness to “make change 
happen” have been of great importance and significance to the Town of Natick.

Forty years of service to a community is a mark of achievement for any individual, but to do it 
in as many roles and manners as Libby serves is a lasting example to those who will follow her 
in service to the Town. 


When Libby began her service in the late 50’s, things were starting to move in every aspect of 
Community Development.

Fred’s service to the Town of Natick for over 32 years, is an achievement which will be difficult 
to equal. Fred Sanford has been recognized as an expert across the state in Building Code 
interpretation and enforcement. His knowledge and understanding of the construction 
industry and the application of safety standards for the protection of the public, are renowned. 


Fred Sanford was in Natick when the building permits issued for a year totaled 87 and annual 
receipts were just over $9,000. In this, Fred’s last year, the Town issued 913 permits and took 
in nearly $370,000. In Fred’s first year, Sear Roebuck, Filenes and Eagerman’s Bakery opened 
their doors. At the end of Fred’s career, Sears, Filenes and a huge new Natick Mall reopened 
their doors and brought huge economic benefit to the Town of Natick and its taxpayers. 


Fred Sanford will be remembered by so many he touched as the sometimes tough and 
sometimes gruff Chief Inspector, but he did it all in the best interest of the Town and its 
inhabitants. 


At a well deserved appreciation dinner held upon his retirement, there was a tribute to Fred 
which described his service and retirement as follows; ‘“you’ve had a lasting quality, of 


sticking to the task, it is time to smell the roses friend, and in your memories bask.”

PREFACE 

Just as 1994 was the year of the 
reopening of the expanded and 
improved Natick Mall, 1997 was the 
year of Natick Center. It has long 
been the view of Natick officials that 
Natick Center played a special 
place in the lives of Natick citizens, 
neither as a retail competitor of 
Route 9 regional malls, or of a 
gentrified suburban Quincy 
Market. That role has 
historically been and is returning to 
that of the community center. The 
community center is the location of 
the Common, Town Hall, Police, 
Fire, Library, District Court and a 
myriad of community activities. 


I. 1997 NATICK CENTER DEVELOPMENT 

a. Municipal Complex 
Replacement of the dilapidated 
municipal facilities in the center, 
envisioned and planned for the 
last four years finally began to 
become a reality. 


The new and very successful 
library opened its doors on 
April 8, 1997, and activities and 
circulation have increased many 
fold. 


The Police-Fire facility, as well 
as the new Town Hall next to the 
Common, began construction 
and made a very rapid advance. 
The construction of these 
facilities is now sufficiently 
advanced, that it is possible to 
see how the various parts of the 
municipal complex relate to the 


historical setting, and with each 
other. 


It is anticipated that the complex 
will be complete in 1999. This 
will be a significant historic 
event for the Town of Natick, the 
likes of which has not been seen 
in over one hundred years and 
is not likely to happen again for 
another hundred years. 


In celebration of that event, the 
Board of Selectmen, working 
with other boards, committees 
and officials as well as citizens at 
large, will be organizing in the 
fall a Natick Week. This week 
will involve great celebratory 
events. 


. Moran Square 


Park renovations for the year 
included the involvement of 
different groups in developing 
better parks for Natick 
residents. An active and 
involved “Moran Square Park” 
Committee helped to develop a 
very distinguished park at 
Moran Square. This passive 
park has a quaint and military 
setting with both the Korean 
War and Vietnam War 
Monuments featured in the park. 


. Natick Center Associates 


Town ‘government and Natick 
Center Associates continue to 
work in partnership to ensure 
that the public development, 
which we have just described, 
has the appropriate spill over in 


the private sector of Natick 
Center. The private sector 
development is just as important 
to the center as the public 
development. 


Natick Center Associates, 
working with state agencies and 
state funds, has_ greatly 


advanced planning for Natick 
Center in the areas of building 
facades, streetscapes, sign 
design and parking. 


The opening of the Natick 
Bakery on the Common, like the 
opening of the Dolphin 
Restaurant two years ago, has 
been an outstanding addition to 
the private development in 
Natick Center. The growing 
success of the Saturday morning 
Farmers Market, along with the 
Bakery on the Common, has 
tremendously increased _ the 
utilization of the Natick Common 
by the citizens of Natick. 


. Homage to Natick Veterans 
The Town of Natick has always 


been a leader in its respect and 
gratitude to veterans of Natick 
who served in the Country’s 
armed forces. 


That homage has had 
Significance in Natick Center as 
the Town’s community center. 
That homage was _§ further 
expanded this past year by the 
following activities. 


On Sunday, November 9, 1997, 
the Town of Natick and the 
Natick Veterans Council 
dedicated the Korean War 
Veterans Memorial to Natick 
citizens who died during that 
war. By doing so, Natick has 
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done its part to make sure that 
Korea will never again be 
referred to as “The Forgotten 
War”. 


The dedication of this memorial 
is an example of a_public- 
private partnership. The 
veterans designed, built, and 
raised the money for it. The 
Town provided the location 
(Moran Park) and the foundation 
for the memorial. The veterans 
frequently consulted with Town 
employees, Sarkis Sarkisian of 
Community Development, Dick 
Cugini of Parks and Recreation, 
and various members of the 
Department of Public Works. 
Their advice and assistance was 
greatly appreciated. Working 
together the Town, the veterans, 
and the Center Associates have 
made Moran Park with both its 
Korean and Vietnam Veterans 
memorials an Oasis for 
relaxation and patriotic pride. 


II. PROTECTION OF THE TOWN’S FUTURE 
WATER SUPPLY 
The Town  has_ encountered 
significant problems with both the 
Evergreen and the Spingvale 
Wells. These problems have 
involved chemical contamination of 
these wells with TCE and PCE. 
These wells were shutdown 
periodically in 1997 while the Town 
dealt with the need to treat these 
water supplies. 


In 1997, we completed the 
construction of a treatment plant at 
the Springvale well, which is 
treating the water from both 
Springvale and Evergreen. By 
locating the treatment plant at 
Springvale, we avoided the cost of 
constructing two plants. 


This plant is now fully operational 
and ali such contaminants have 
been removed from Natick’s water 
supply. In addition, this plant is 
removing maganese from the water 
supply, which although not a threat 
to health, has been a_ serious 
aesthetic problem as well as 
causing problems with household 
appliances. 


Although Natick had a modest 
odd/even water ban during the 
drought months of 1997, the 
situation in Natick would have been 
far more drastic had it not been for 
the new Elm Bank Water Supply 
which opened June 8, 1995, after 
almost 20 years of planning. 


Ill. NATICK GOLF COURSE, LANDFILL 

CAPPING AND JENNINGS POND 
The proposed nine hole family style 
golf course on the soon to be 
capped Natick Landfill and an 
adjacent piece of private land in 
Sherborn, substantially advanced 
in 1997. 


The plan for the facility was 
amended frequently in 1997 to 
improve its contribution to the 
environment and to ensure its utility 
as a multi-recreational facility. This 
project includes a collection of the 
methane gas at the Landfill 
currently being vented into the 
atmosphere and the eventual use of 
that gas for either electrical or 
heating purposes. It is anticipated 
that the gas supply will be 
adequate to heat the Town’s DPW 
building. 


For almost three decades the 
rejuvenation of Jennings Pond has 
been a top priority of the 
Conservation Commission. The 
Commonwealth’s Department of 


Es 


Environmental Protection has now 
approved a plan by which the soil 
to be excavated from Jennings 
Pond will be used to assist in 
creating the final grading of both 
the Landfill cap and the proposed 
golf course. This results in a 
savings in the cap-golf course 
project as well as the Jennings Pond 
project. 


Jennings Pond was once one of the 
Town’s great and_ aesthetic 
recreation resources. We are 
delighted with the work of the 
Conservation Commission and its 
effort to restore this resource for 
the good of the entire Town. This is 
being accomplished through 
cooperation among the Selectmen’s 
Office, Conservation Commission, 
Department of Public Works and 
the Town Forest Committee. 


IV. ENORMOUS CHALLENGES ON THE 
HORIZON 

While it is not our desire to dampen 
in anyway the enthusiasm for all the 
unique projects that are being 
accomplished in Natick. By the 
same token, we can not let that 
enthusiasm blind us to the serious 
and potentially disastrous 
challenges facing the Town in the 
next few fiscal years. 


Fiscal Year 1999 brings with it very 
serious fiscal challenges that must 
be addressed. The Town will be 
faced with increased _— school 
enrollments which result in demand 
for additional funds for school 
operating budgets, as well as 
capital outlay for class room space. 
Yet the Town’s revenue stream will 
be extremely restricted and unless 
an extraordinary amount. of 
planning and cooperation on the 
part of all boards, committees, 


commissions and departments, can 
be accomplished, we will not be 
able to do the kind of fiscal 
planning necessary to get the Town 
through these potential crises. 


V. IMPROVED CITIZEN SERVICES 
The Town of Natick continues to 
regard, as a very important 
priority, the continued 
improvement of citizen services 
and the making of those services as 
user friendly as possible. Natick 
Officials and employees 


have. 
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engaged in many projects this past 
year to improve services to Natick 
citizens and to improve the climate 
of those services. The very design 
of the new Town Hall reflects that 
goal. All of the offices that are 
heavily used by the public will be 
located on the first floor, and inter- 
connecting counters between 
departments, will make it easier for 
a citizen to deal with more than one 
department at a time without 
searching throughout the whole 
building. 


Report of the Town Clerk 


1997 preparation for the 
move to new quarters for 
Police, Fire and Town Hall 
has been an ongoing 
project. A targeted date of 
July 1998 for Police and 
Fire and November for 
Town Hall. It is a very 
exciting time.

In the area of Vital Statistics, the end 
of December showed that 223 
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couples filed their intention 
to marry and that 211 have 
been recorded. Couples 
who file their intention of 
marry at the end of 1997 may 
actually get married in 1998 
because the intention is good 
for sixty days. Births 
numbered 430 which will 
increase. There is a delay of 
sometimes two to. three 
months before we receive 
births of Natick residents, occurring 
in surrounding hospitals. 


Deaths were a bit higher this year 
numbering 418. This number will 
also increase due to delay in 
sending the resident copy to Natick 
when the person dies in Boston or 
Newton, etc. 


TOWN MEETINGS 

There were three town meetings in 
1997. The Annual Spring Town 
Meeting convened April 8, 1997 with 
a total of 56 articles on the Warrant. 
Special Town Meeting #1 of 1997 
convened June 10, 1997 with 14 
Articles and the Annual Fall Town 
Meeting convened October 7, 1997 
with 33 Articles. 


In the past the licensing of dogs was 
a Middlesex County procedure, 
however, due to the dissolution of 
some areas of county government, 
the Town of Natick will now be 
responsible for issuing and keeping 
all fees for dog licenses. When the 
licensing was under the County the 
Town of Natick received $1.50 for 
each license issued. 


A special THANK YOU to my staff 
Pat Strozzi, Virginia Doucette, and 
Judi Kuhn for making 1997 a very 
good year. We look forward to 
serving your needs now and in the 
future.

Report of the Board of Registrars 


The year 1997 was a quiet year as 
far as elections go. We had two 
local elections. There was a Town 
Preliminary Election, February 25, 
1997 at which 3,255 voters cast their 
votes for Selectmen and Constable. 
It was surprising to only have a 15% 
turnout when this election was going 
to change the composition of the 
Board of Selectmen from three 
members to five members. Also 
with the passing of long time 
Constable, Mary Ames, the Board of 
Registrars expected much more 
interest in the election. The Annual 
Town Election was on March 285, 
1997. 5,330 votes were cast for a 
26% turnout. 


The Registrars encountered many 
problems with voter registration 
taking place at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. Many Town Clerk's 
Offices never received the new 
registrations through electronic mail 
from the Registry making a lot of 
potential voters very angry. If the 
person had their receipt they were 
allowed to vote otherwise there was 
no way to verify the registration. 


1997 was the first full year using the 
Voter Registration Information 
System (VRIS) which is located at the 
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Secretary of the Commonwealth's 
Office. I cannot say enough in 
regard to the improvement in the 
system in the area of voter 
registration and census

Mantoux 
skin tests for tuberculosis 
totaled 280. 17 positive 
reactors were identified. 


At our weekly Blood Pressure 
screening Clinics, 1078 
residents participated, with 
30 referrals to _ private 
physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held in the fall 
according to State guidelines, with 
both influenza and pneumococcal 
vaccines available. A total of 1,758 
influenza and 761 pneumococcal 
inoculations were administered. 


In cooperation with the School 
Department, 803 Hepatitis B 
inoculations were administered to 
middle and high school students. 


46 children under the age of 6 were 
screened. for Lead Poisoning. 3 
referrals for elevated blood lead 
levels were necessary. 

The Public Health Nurse 
represented the Board of Health at 
conferences/workshops on 
tuberculosis, immunizations, and 
communicable diseases. 


Rabies Clinics were held in June; a 
total of 221 dogs and cats were 
vaccinated, and $1105 in fees were 
returned to the Town Treasury. The 
Rabies Clinics were conducted by 
our Animal Inspector, Dr. Edward 
Zullo, who is in his 50th year of 
continuous service with the Board 
of Health. 


Fees collected and returned to the 
Town Treasury for various licenses, 
permits, fees, and inspections totaled 
$81,868.09, including $4,681.22 in 
Medicare Part B reimbursements. 


A total of 18,604 doses of various 
biologics (vaccines) were distributed 
to Natick physicians during 1997. 


A total of 555 inspections were 
conducted for 241 food 
establishments of all types, including 
restaurants, markets, bakeries, 
caterers, clubs, schools, canteen 
trucks, food manufacturers, fairs, the 
hospital, nursing homes, and a 
circus. A total of 2,272 inspections, 
complaint investigations, progress 
inspections, and field consultations 
were carried out by the Board of 
Health staff relative to environmental 
sanitation, housing, nursing homes, 
underground storage tanks, 
sewerage, drainage, swimming 
pools, day camps, livestock, 
hazardous materials, and _ other 
public health matters. 


A total of 23 Show Cause Hearings, 
Court Cases, and Administrative 
Hearings were necessary during 
1997. 


On September 13th, the Board of 
Health sponsored Natick's twelfth 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day at the Clean Harbors 
facility on Mercer Road. Hazardous 
materials from 280 households were 
collected and sorted for proper 
disposal. 


As a result of the efforts of our grant- 
funded Tobacco Control Officer, 
Natick now has 66 voluntarily smoke- 
free restaurants, an increase of 21 
over 1996. During 1997 all 39 retail 
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tobacco dealers were licensed and 


inspected. Only 1 cigarette 
vending machine remains. in 
Natick. Undercover buying 
operations were conducted to 


make certain that dealers are not 
selling tobacco products to minors. 
Of 146 purchase attempts, only 22 
were successful, a compliance rate 
for the year of 85 percent. Repeat 
violators paid fines totaling $2,200. 
In addition, 1 tobacco dealer's 
license was suspended for 2 weeks. 


Food establishment permits 
remained relatively stable in 1997 
at 241, a decline of just 2. Just 9 
years ago there were 155 permits, 
nearly 100 fewer than today. 


Title 5, the State code regulating 
septic systems and _ cesspools, 
continued to consume a great deal 
of staff time. Natick has every 
reason to be proud that Title 5 
inspections in our town are running 
at a 10 percent failure rate against a 
State-wide average in excess of 25 
percent. Despite this success, the 
Code has resulted in a tripling of 
the normal number of system 
designs to be reviewed and 
inspected by our staff and, more 
significantly, has resulted in 364 
consultations with homeowners, 
buyers, brokers, and attorneys 
during 1997 by the Director and 
Senior Sanitarian. Late in the year 
we received a State zero interest 
loan of $200,000 to be used for low- 
interest - betterment loans _ to 
homeowners for septic system 
upgrades and sewer connections in 
environmentally sensitive areas. 


In November, community water 
fluoridation began in Natick after a 
nearly 2-year State funded system 


installation process. The Board of 
Health is pleased to bring the public 
health benefits of community water 
fluoridation to the residents of Natick.

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Information Systems Advisory Board 


The Information Systems 
Advisory Board continues 
to play an active role in the 


review of town wide 
information and 
telecommunications 


systems. The scope of the 
Information Systems 
Advisory Board has been 
expanded to include school 
curriculum technology. 
The board is kept apprised 
of all ongoing’ technological 
initiatives as well as progress on 
the Town’s “wide area network” 
and several other large projects. 


In line with the Town’s objective to 
develop a more effective data, 
voice and video communication 
system the Information Technology 
Department was created to design, 
implement and support 
technologies to lead the Town of 
Natick into the 21" century. 


The five member Information 
Technology staff, consisting of four 
full time and one part time position, 
has already made significant gains 
towards implementing new 
technologies in the Town of Natick. 
One area of improvement has been 
in building to building data 
connectivity utilizing fire alarm wire 
and pre-existing fiber optic cable. 
The Information Technology 
Department has successfully 
established data communications 
between Town Hall, Department of 
Public Works, Natick High School, 
Fire Headquarters and _ the 
temporary Police Headquarters. In 
the spring of 1997 the Information 
Technology Department assisted in 
the design and deployment of the 
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Morse Library phone and 
data networks. A fiber 
optic backbone has been 
designed and 
implemented in Natick 
High School to provide 
the administrative offices 
with connectivity to the 
new school administrative 
scheduling software. This 
network has been 
designed to allow the 
Curriculum Technology 
Department to eventually provide 
computers in the classroom. 


School 


To establish connectivity between 
all municipal buildings the Town 
still seeks to utilize a cable system 


to develop their “wide area 
network”. 
In addition to establishing the 


communication lines between town 
buildings, the Information 
Technology Department has 
significantly increased the ability 
for town hall departments to share 
information and resources. To meet 


requirements for the 
implementation of new _ school 
administrative and financial 
systems an eight user 
technology/training lab was 
developed in Town Hall. This 


training facility will serve multiple 
purposes including ongoing staff 
training for all town departments. 


The Information Technology 
Department is continuously 
upgrading computer equipment 
and has finished the network 


infrastructure in a majority of town 
offices in Town Hall. This network 
construction is being completed by 
the Information Technology 


Department _ staff significantly 
reducing the costs that would be 
incurred utilizing an independent 
contractor. 


The integrated financial system for 
the Town has been installed and is 
currently being run as a parallel 
system with the existing financial 
applications. The scope. of 
applications that are included in the 
new financial system are real 
estate, excise, personal property, 
and utility billing, payroll, human 


resource, general ledger, 
requisition, purchase order, 
inventory, and community 
development applications. The 


installation and training on the new 
financial system has been 
completed. The migration of the 
pre-existing real estate, personal 
property and utility billing software 
from an older computer system to 
the new computer system was 
completed in June 1997. 


installed at Town Hall and initial 
training has been held in the Town 
Hall computer training room. Data 
conversion and further training will 
take place in the spring/summer of 
1998. The scope of applications 
that are included in the new school 
scheduling software are academic 
history, grade reporting, 
discipline, student demographics, 
teacher scheduling, class 
scheduling, attendance, medical 
records and_ student testing. 
During the spring of 1998 the new 
school administration system will 
be run as a parallel system with the 
existing school administration 
software. The target date for going 
live on the new system is July 1*, 
1998. 


Current ongoing projects include 
the analysis of the town’s present 
telephone system and researching 
a permanent solution for document 


processing and storage in an 
The new school administration electronic format. 
scheduling system has also been

1997 was another busy year for 
legal issues affecting the Town of 
Natick. The primary areas which 
required Town Counsel services 
were ballot procedures, bidding, 
fluoride, insurance, Leonard Morse 
Hospital, licenses, the Morse 
Institute Library addition, the new 
Municipal Complex, personnel, 
personal injury and_ property 
damage claims, sale of the former 


DPW garage, site plan review, 
subdivision control, utility 
easements, the West Suburban 


Arena and zoning. 


Annual Town Meetings were held in 
April and October and a Special 
Town Meeting was held in June. 
Town Meeting appropriated money 
to demolish the Bennett Hemenway 
School and to design and build a 
new school; for drainage and 
pavement improvements to Pegan 
Lane; to fund a Geographic 
Information System for wetlands, 
flood plain drainage, topography 
and open space data; for study of 
repairs to the Kennedy Senior 
Center; for transportation of 
disabled and elderly persons, with 
a matching state grant; and to 
remove and replace underground 
fuel tanks. Town Meeting voted to 
purchase a ladder truck for the Fire 
Department. Town Meeting 
accepted statutes which increased 
the real estate tax exemptions for 
elderly, disabled and blind 
persons. Town Meeting accepted a 
statute which allows a cost of living 
allowance for retirees. Town 
Meeting amended the by-laws to 
allow the Moderator to declare a 
two-thirds vote of Town Meeting 
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unless a count of the vote is 
requested by Town Meeting. 


Contracts were negotiated in 1997 
for design of tthe Bennett 
Hemenway School Improvements, 
lease purchase of a_ school 
computer system and lease of 
space for a fire truck. Bid 
documents were prepared for a fire 
alarm system. 


Lawsuits resolved in 1997 included 
a case which upheld Natick’s 
method of billing Continental 
Baking for water; a case which 
upheld the right of Natick to use 
Camp Arrowhead; a case which 
resulted in a limited modification of 
the special permit regarding the 
Fairway Estates Condominium, for 
the Golf Learning Center; a case 
which rejected Natick’s challenge 
to MWRA sewer rates; a case which 
determined that Lookout Farm 
could operate a slaughterhouse 
within its agricultural preservation 
restriction; a denial of the Town’s 
request for an injunction against 
fluoridation of the Town’s water 
supply; four workers’ 
compensation cases and seven 
Appellate Tax Board _ cases, 
including two cases in which the 
Town’s valuation was upheld and 
five cases in which the Appellate 
Tax Board found a_ valuation 
between the Town’s valuation and 
the valuation sought by the 
property owner. 


Lawsuits pending at the end of 1997 
included one bankruptcy case, one 
tort case, one employment case, 
one housing case, one tax title case, 


One subdivision case, one liquor 
license case, one zoning case, three 
cases involving the West Suburban 
Arena (the lease, an eviction case 
and an appeal from the variance), 
one case involving the emergency 
911 network, twelve Appellate Tax 
Board cases, five workers’ 
compensation cases and a case 
involving a common  victualler 
license at Lookout Farm. 


Our firm, Murphy, Hesse, Toomey 
and Lehane, is a law firm of twenty- 
nine lawyers. My partners Regina 
Williams Tate, David Deluca and 
Kevin Feeley and_ associates 
Geoffrey Wermuth, Nicola Favorito 
and Robert Blaisdell have also 
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assisted the Town of Natick with 
legal problems throughout the 
year.

The Commission on _ Disability 
continues to advocate on behalf of 
residents with disabilities and to 
reach the goal of full inclusion of 
people with disabilities in 
community activities. 


During the year, the Commission 
has again had the opportunity to 
work on join projects with federal, 
state and town departments, 
businesses, community groups and 
the general public. The 
Commission coordinated efforts to 
establish a town sponsored 
“Disaster Communications 
Program” to assist persons with 
disabilities and _ seniors living 
alone. When the town declares a 
prolonged emergency, such as a 
hurricane, blizzard, or tornado, 
volunteer amateur radio (ham) 
operators will contact persons who 
are registered in this program to 
check on their well being. 


We worked with the 
Commonwealth’s Trial Court to 
insure that the Natick District Court 
had assisstive listening devices for 
persons who are hearing impaired. 
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In cooperative efforts that have 
involved a number of officials, the 
Commission is very pleased and 
appreciative for the recent 
installation of a ramp at the 
downtown Natick Post Office. 


The Commission continues to work 
closely with local businesses, 
offering seminars, technical 
assistance and information on an 
individual and group basis. We 
provide advice and 
recommendations to various 
businesses so they can increase 
their share of the growing market of 
customers with disabilities. 


The Commission continues to work 
closely with Town officials and 
department heads on areas of 
access for town buildings, 
programs and services. In May, we 
participated in an open house 
focusing on _ disability-related 
services and materials offered by 
the Morse Institute Library. <A 
number of persons with disabilities 
toured the facility and applied for 
library cards. In the fall, the 
Commission conducted three 
training programs with library staff 
on diisability issues. The 
Commission continues to be a 
resource to schools and other town 
departments to provide training, 
technical assistance and education 
regarding employment, program, 
and public accommodations for 
persons with disabilities.

What Was New in 1997? 
Over 23,000 visits were made by 
consumers to the senior center to 
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participate in programs or receive 
services. And, we served 2,600 
different individuals. Additionally, 
we issued 1,300 parking stickers 
for Natick seniors. 


This year we: were an application 
site for the new Senior Pharmacy 
Program;. began a _ Telephone 
Assurance program; worked with 
local and regional law enforcement 
to begin a TRIAD program; sought 
out non-traditional sources for 
volunteers; became certified to 
receive criminal offender records 
inquiries; initiated two new support 
groups; implemented two new 
ongoing programs: Consumer 
Club and Creative Connections; 
and hosted a _ statewide Chess 
tournament. 


In the coming year, we will be 
watching the changes in Medicare, 
HMO’s, MetroWest Medical Center 
and how these changes impact the 
elderly population. We will 
analyze trends and demographic 
data as we carefully consider our 
building use and space needs. The 
major issue we continue to face is 
affordable transportation. The COA 
will continue exploring options as 
we attempt to address the issue of 
transportation.

Recreation and Human Services Department 


The Natick Recreation, Parks 
& Human Services 
Department had a_ very 
successful year in 1997. 
Program registrations 
increased by 10% in 1997 to 
a record number of 15,000+ 
different individual 
registrants. Community 
special events, which the 
department coordinates with 
other community agencies, 


also 
were well attended with another 
5,000 participants involved. 


Highlights of the Recreation 
Division included the following: 


e The return of Natick’s Special 
Needs Summer program “Camp 


Arrowhead” to the Amputee 
Veteran’s Center on Lake 
Cochituate. 


e The renovation of the Teen 
Room at the Cole Center with 
the establishment of a Teen 
Club Program for middle school 
children at the site. 


e The lowering of beach tags costs 
and swim instruction fees at Dug 
Pond, which lead to a 10% 
increase in beach attendance 
and 40% increase in swim 
instruction. 


e The increased participation and 
establishment of new summer 
sports mini clinics and camps 
(i.e.; cheerleading, tennis and 
track). 


e A “regional program” 
arrangement with 
Framingham Recreation 
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and Park Department 
to make the Keefe 
Tech pool available for 
Natick residents use. 


e Record numbers in the 
grade 4-8 Basketball 


Program, Summer 
Woodtrail Program, 
Sunshine Center 


Program, Adult Special 
Needs “Skyline” Programs and 
Grade 5-12 Ski Trip Programs. 


e Two various successful “Beach 


Blasts” that were held at 
Memorial Beach during the 
summer months. 

Park renovations for the year 


included the involvement of three 
different groups in developing 
better parks for Natick residents. 
An active and involved “Moran 
Square Park’ committee helped to 
develop a very distinguished park 
at Moran Square. This passive park 
has a quaint and military setting 
with both the Korean War and 
Vietnam War Monuments featured 
in the park. The second park that 
was renovated is Shaw Park, which 
is in South Natick Center. The park 
has been redesigned back to its 
original masonry state thanks to the 
input and work of Shaw Park 
abutters, the Natick DPW (LR&NR 
Division) and the Recreation and 
Parks Divisions. The last park 
renovation of the year was the 
Indian Burial Ground in Downtown 
Natick. Besides the general clean 
up of the park, benches and a small 
ornamental garden were installed 
in the park through Tim Kilgore’s 


efforts (an Eagle Scout) with the 
assistance of the Natick DPW 
(LR&NR Division) and the 
Recreation and Parks Divisions. 


In addition to these park 
renovations, the Department 
worked with the Natick Public 
Schools and the Natick DPW to 
renovate the johnson School 
Basketball court in anticipation of 
Senator John Kerry’s visit to the 
School last fall, The Department 
and the Natick Recreation, Parks & 
Human Services Commission also 
worked closely with the Natick 
Conservation Commission and the 
Camp Mary Bunker abutters for 
establishing public use guidelines 
for the future use of the park by 
Natick residents. 


The Human Services Division of the 
Department contracted 
in 1997 for services with 
Wayside Youth and 
Family Support Network, 
Inc. for counseling, 
crisis, intervention, 
parent education and 
support groups, and 
workshops to build 
stronger neighborhoods 
and to provide training 
to staff who work with 
families that may be in need of 
services. The Town also received 
through the Division’s efforts a 
delinquency prevention grant that 
allowed Human Services to add to 
the number of hours of counseling 
we could provide, increase the 
number of parent 
education/support groups, 
increase the number of trainings 
and provide Outdoor Adventure 
programs for youth ages 10 to 18 
years. 
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Numerous calls were received for 
information and referral for both 
youth and families, as well as 
increased distribution of the Human 
Services Directory, 


The department through the Natick 
Community Coalition formed a 
partnership with the Natick Police 
Department in the formation of 
Neighborhood Watch Groups, as 
well as works with and supports 
various local committees such as 
Willing Hands, RADFA, NADAC, 
Natick Community Coalition and 
the Commission on Disability. The 
department is continually seeking 
to bring more services into Town to 
meet the needs of residents and 
make these services more 
accessible. The department will 
increase publicity in order to make 
more residents aware of all of these 
services. If you or someone 
you know needs assistance, 
please call the Department. 


1998 brings a number of 
challenges to the Department 
which need to be addressed. 
It is obvious that as the cost of 
living goes up, families are 
forced to make difficult 
financial choices. In an effort 
to help families in this 
situation, the department looks to 
keep the cost of all programs as low 
as possible through (1) good 
program management, (2) working 
with program associates to assist in 
fundraising and donation 
acquisitions, (3) applying for grant 
funding where applicable and (4) 
create family package plans for 
large families.

development. 


The Natick Recreation, Parks & 
Human Services Department and 
Commission wish to recognize and 
thank the many local businesses, 
individuals, civic organizations and 
volunteers who have supported our 
programs and parks through their 
financial and physical resources. 
We, as always, seek and appreciate 
the public’s input on our services in 
an attempt to provide the Natick 
Community with the best programs 
and facilities that you request. Your 
involvement in this regard is the 
medium of success for this 
Department and the Natick 
Community at large. 


Veterans’ Services 


The Department of Veterans 
Services in an office that is 
mandated and governed by 
state law (M.G.L, Ch. 115). 
Through statute and 
administration this program 
has evolved over the last 136 
years to its present format. 
The rationale for this program 
is that veterans’ benefits are 
just as much a necessary part 
of a nation’s contribution to its 
defense as are the shells and 


machines expended in war. 
Currently the Department of 
Veterans Affairs estimates that 


there are approximately 600,000 
veterans residing in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
with almost 3,000 of them living in 
Natick. Approximately one out of 
every three citizens in the 
Commonwealth is potentially 
eligible for some form of veterans 
benefits. 


The job of the Veterans’ Agent may 
be divided into three main aspects: 


1. Provide financial and medical 
assistance to those veterans 
and/or their dependents who 
are deemed to be both needy 
and worthy. This requires an in 
depth investigation prior to 
rendering assistance. The 
commonwealth reimburses the 
Town of Natick 75% of the 
monies expended by the Town. 
For complete details and lists of 
expenditures please refer to the 
report of the Town Comptroller. 

2. Provide service work and 
counseling for veterans and 
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their dependents. 
The agent assists 
applicants in 


obtaining alternative 
resources to which 
he/she may be 
entitled. These 
resources consist of 
VA compensation, 


pension, burial 
benefits, insurance, 
home loans, 


educational assistance, medical 
and dental assistance, etc.; food 
stamps; 5$.8.D.; S.S.1.; fuel 
assistance; etc. In 1997 this 
office helped Natick residents 
obtain over $300,000 in the 
aforementioned benefits. This 
money goes directly to the 
veteran and represents a 
savings to the taxpayer since the 
veteran is receiving income 
from a source other than the 
Town. 


. Conduct parades and 
ceremonies. In 1997 
ceremonies were held  tto 


commemorate Memorial day, 
Veterans Day, and Pearl Harbor 
Day. Parades were also held in 
conjunction with our Memorial 
and Veterans Day activities. 
However, our Veterans Day 
parade was held on Sunday, 
November 9, 1997 to coincide 
with the dedication of our 
Korean War Veterans Memorial. 
This memorial-like the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial- is located in 
Moran Park. Also, the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial, the Korean 
War Veterans Memorial was 
erected through the use of 


private funds. In partnership 
with the Morse Institute Library 
this office is attempting to 
compile oral histories of the 
town’s veterans. This is an 
ambitious and unique project. 
The Natick Veterans Council 
was of great assistance in 
helping to make these events 
successful. 


This office also serves in the 
capacity of Citizens’ Information 
Officer, Ombudsperson, and 
Coordinator of Special Events and 
Projects. Under the umbrella of the 
Citizens’ Information Officer a local 
cable TV show, The Town Crier, 
was developed and aired weekly. 
This show won an award from 
MediaOne for being the best in the 
public affairs category. 


KOREAN WAR VETERANS MEMORIAL AT MORAN PARK 
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PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


On behalf of the men and 
women of the Natick 
Police Department, I am 
pleased to submit this 
annual report to the 
residents of Natick. 


In a constantly changing 
environment (literally, in 
our case), we 
concentrated our efforts 
on several different goals. 
The first area of concentration, or 
goal, is our continued movement 
towards becoming fully invested in 
implementing FI community 
policing philosophy throughout the 
department. Our investment in 
community policing involves 
continuous improvement in all 
areas. The dynamics that drive 
community policing require us to 
chase a moving target, while 
continuing to improve our service 
to you every step of the way. The 
second area we emphasized was 
providing services with 
“generalists” patrol  officers— 
officers who are diversely trained 
to handle any situation without the 
need for specialist assistance. 
While we do _ provide - staff 
assistance in the form of traffic 
analysis and crime prevention, it is 
the patrol officers on the street who 
perform these functions. Finally, 
we have concentrated on selecting 
the right people for police work, 
training them properly, and 
providing them with the best 
equipment available to allow them 
to get the job done properly. 
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In the tradition of “watching 
the alligators while we drain 
the swamp,” while we may 
have been sidetracked by 
taking on the tremendous 
logistical problem of 
relocating into temporary 
headquarters while working 
with various committees on 
the design and construction 
of our new facility, I believe 
we have kept our eye on the 
prize—the professional delivery of 
police services. 


We have been assisted greatly by 
grants from both Federal and State 
authorities totaling nearly $300,000 
for equipment, personnel, and 
overtime. The grants are most 
helpful in providing the department 
with equipment such as radar and 
other speed measuring and data 
collection units, mobile’ data 
terminals, bicycles and related 
apparel, computer software, and 
research assistants. Our Problem- 
Solving Partnership grant will assist 
us in forming a partnership with 
Northeastern University to study the 
incidence of breaking and entering 
in Natick, and devise more effective 
strategies for dealing with the 
problem. 


The Natick Auxiliary Police 
Department deserve special 
recognition for having continued to 
devote countless hours 


volunteering to assist the regular 
officers in providing’ security 
during special events, in addition to 
their regular weekend training 


through patrol of our _ school 


properties. 


Finally, and most significantly, I 
thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
Town Administrator, the Finance 
Committee, and the town 
departments for their support of the 
police department throughout the 
year and for making our goal of 
providing the best service possible 
reasonable and attainable. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 
Commanded by Lieutenant Peter 
Mason, the administrative services 
division is responsible, among 
other things, for providing direct 
assistance to the me as chief. The 
task of coordinating the logistics for 
our move from Park Street to our 
temporary headquarters on Speen 
Street fell in large part on 
Lieutenant Mason and Officer Leo 
Fitzpatrick, who accepted a 
reassignment to assist in the 
transition and truly devoted himself 
to getting the job done. The move 
involved coordination of moving 
the 9Yelel system, the police and 
fire radio systems, the fire alarm 
system, telephones, computer 
networks facility construction and 
renovation, emergency generator 
installation and related wiring. We 
were, with everyone’s cooperation, 
able to move seamlessly without a 
disruption in the delivery of public 
safety services. 


All officers were provided with 
forty hours of in-service training, 
attending a _= regional _ police 
academy for updates in criminal 
and motor vehicle law, domestic 
violence, community policing, and 
first aid, with our own department 
providing firearms instruction. 
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Work on construction of the new 
station is ongoing, with much of 
Lieutenant Mason’s time _ being 
devoted to providing me with a 
liaison to the architects and 
construction manager to ensure that 
we have appropriate 
representation in all matters 
affecting the construction of the 
new facility. 


We continue to make necessary 
changes in operating procedures, 
in conformance with collective 
bargaining laws, to bring us closer 
to becoming accredited by the 
Massachusetts Police Accreditation 
Council. The recently established 
Accreditation Council appointed 
the required Commissioners, those 
individuals who are responsible for 
reviewing standards and 
recommending changes to comport 
with contemporary policing needs. 


Our cable television program, 
“Natick: Behind the Badge” 
received an award for the third 
straight year—this time for 
excellence in a talk-show category. 
Although slowed in production by 
our transition, we will continue with 
developing new shows in the early 
part of 1998. Both Officer Robert 
Davis and Detective Elizabeth 
Blanchard produced shows this 
year which were very well received 
and hold great promise for the 
future. We _ will continue _ to 
encourage department officers to 
participate in the development of 
ideas for the show and perhaps try 
their hand at production. 


OPERATIONS 

The operations division is 
commanded by Lieutenant Alfred 
Grassey. The operations division 
comprises all the patrol shifts plus 


the detective section. The division 
commander also has responsibility 
for the combined public safety 
dispatch function, the day to day 
information exchange with the 
media, and the assignment of the 
Natick Auxiliary Police. 


The Communications section 
(Dispatch) handled more than 
23,000 calls, 19000+ requiring a 
police response. All public school 
children in elementary and middle 
school were instructed in school 
bus safety by Officer White. 
Officers Rossi-Cafarelli and 
Doherty Jr. were trained and added 
to our bicycle patrol unit. Officers 
Rozon and Smith successfully 
completed their academy training 
and joined our patrol force in 
February. 


After thirty years service, Detective 
mainstay Jack Doherty retired on 
December 31. For many years, Jack 
was an experienced investigator 
who dedicated himself to 
conducting effective investigations 
and training younger detectives on 


the art interviewing and 
interrogating. His dedication and 
cooperative attitude were 


tremendous assets to the Town of 
Natick and its police department. 
We wish him all the best in his 
retirement. 


Our community policing initiatives 
continue to progress with officers 
from all shifts participating in 
neighborhood watch meetings, 
various school programs including 
after-school sports programs with 
the children, DARE, and career 
days. 


Our traffic safety program, 
coordinated through the operations 
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division by Officer Robert Davis 
continues. to provide a sense of 
security to many neighborhoods 
troubled by speeding cars, truck 
traffic, and other safety concerns. 
We have developed a program of 
education and enforcement that 
begins with officers measuring 
speeds on the roadway without 
enforcement to confirm that there is 
indeed a problem that needs to be 
addressed. We then go through a 
period of education using a speed 
notification board to alert motorists 
of the speed limit and their speed. 
Citations are then issued based 
upon the speed limit, weather 
conditions, and the average speed 
of traffic on the roadway. We 
believe this to be the most effective 
manner of dealing with traffic 
problems. which are of such great 
concern to our residents. 


COMMUNITY SERVICES 

The Community Services Division, 
commanded by Lieutenant Nicholas 
Mabardy, has’ continued its 
partnerships with BayPath Home 
and Community Services, Natick 


Service Council on Aging, 
Recreation and Human Services, 
Attorney General’s Project 
Alliance, Natick Community 


Coalition, Elder Affairs committee, 
Alzheimer Association of Eastern 
Massachusetts, parent-teacher 
organizations, and Giving Hands 
Clergy Council. Neighborhood 
Watch development has been an 
important activity throughout the 
year. 


Lieutenant Mabardy coordinates 
the activities of the above 
organizations with all other 
members of the department. 


TRIAD, a collaborative effort on the 


part of the Natick Police 
Department, the Middlesex County 
District Attorney’s office, and the 
Middlesex County Sheriff's 
Department, continues to develop 
in Natick. The TRIAD has three 
goals; (1) to reduce criminal 
activity which targets older 
Americans; (2) to alleviate seniors’ 
fear of victimization, and build 
confidence in their ability to reduce 
vulnerability; and, (3) to expand 


collaboration between law 
enforcement, human service 
providers, and _ seniors. The 


department actively participates in 
a small, diverse group from 
different organizations in Natick 
and elsewhere called, ‘Respect 
and Dignity for All,” (RAFDA). 


Members of the department 
assisted in delivering meals to 
residents, in cooperation with the 


South Middlesex Opportunity 
Council. Other officers became 
active members of the Natick 


Chapter of the Salvation Army, 
assisting in Christmas collections 
and with the “Giving Tree” at 
Natick Mall. Many ._ officers 
volunteered their help at _ the 
Town’s annual Halloween party and 
at the Morse Institute Library’s 
book brigade. Various officers 
gave presentations to residents and 
children’s groups on bicycle safety, 
pedestrian and school bus safety. 
The department is working with the 
Natick Commission on Disability to 
assist people with disabilities 
during times of emergency. Crime 
prevention bulletins have been 
distributed and home _ security 
surveys have been conducted in 
areas and residents perceived to 
be particularly vulnerable to 
criminal events.

DARE PROGRAM 

The Natick Police DARE program 
completed another successful year. 
Three hundred sixty students were 
graduated from programs at the 
Kennedy and Wilson Middle 
Schools. In addition to the core 
curriculum taught in the fifth grade, 
DARE has expanded to grade four 
students. The elementary school 
curriculum was presented to the 
Johnson, Lilja, and Brown Schools. 
Scheduling problems prevented 
implementation this year in the 
Memorial and Bennett-Hemenway 
Schools. 


During the fiscal year 1997, DARE 
received a $16,000. grant from the 
Executive Office of Public Safety. 
Fiscal 1998 brought $17,300 from 
the same source. Funding from 
these grants allowed us to run 
several programs. A total of 60 
children attended the summer 
camp. During the week, the 
children received lessons in risk- 
taking and decision-making, 
personal safety, and _ positive 
alternative activities. There were 
arts and crafts and _ other 
recreational events. A highlight of 
the week was the field trip to the 
YMCA camp to participate in their 
“ropes” course, teaching the 
children the importance of 
teamwork and building confidence. 
Other activities during the year 
included a whitewater rafting trip 
down the Kennebec River, A trip to 
see the Worcester Ice Cats at the 
Worcester Forum, an ice skating 
party, and the Johnson School street 
hockey league. From the grant the 
department also sponsored teams 
in basketball, indoor flag football, 
and a house-league hockey team. 


The 5" grade program is currently 
being taught by Detective Rick 
Halloran, Detective John Haswell, 
Officer Ed Arena, and Cara Rossi- 
Cafarelli. 


CRIME STATISTICS 

Police departments throughout the 
United States report the most 
serious or, “Part One,” crimes to 
the FBI who compile the data and 
produce yearly reports to the 
public. Part One crimes include 
murder, robbery, rape, aggravated 
assault, burglary, larceny/theft, and 
auto theft. Crime, particularly in the 
larger cities is dropping 
precipitously. Major cities from 
New York to Los Angeles have 
experienced double-digit drops in 
various types of crimes. The debate 


rages on between the _ social 
scientists and law enforcement 
officials about whether these 


reported reductions in the crime 
rate can be _ attributed to 
demographic changes alone or, 
aggressive prosecution of 
offenders, longer prison sentences, 
and changes in policing 
strategies—more specifically, 
community policing. As the old saw 
goes, “Success has a_ thousand 
fathers; failure is on orphan.” While 
we cannot pinpoint the source of 
these reductions definitively, we 
know that we cannot become 
complacent. Rather, we must move 
forward with new initiatives aimed 
at further reducing the crime rate 
and improving the quality of life in 
our neighborhoods. We hope that 
new strategies developed and 
implemented this year aimed at 
reducing breakings and enterings, 
auto theft, and aggravated assault 
will result in fewer criminal acts 


that are the cause of so much 
distress to the victims.

Natick Fire Department 
personnel are proud to be a part of 
this change, and we eagerly await 
the finish of our new station. 
Weekly inspections of the new 
buildings show good progress and 
quality © workmanship. It’s 
anticipated that occupancy will take 
place in late Fall. 


FIRE PREVENTION 

With increased development 
comes an increased workload. All 
new projects and remodeling work 
must be scrutinized from the 
\planning stage through the final 
occupancy phase of construction. 
This work is handled by Captain 
Robert Lamont and Mr. Maurice 
Pilette P.E., who do an outstanding 
job to ensure that Natick buildings 
are safe. 

In addition to construction 
oversight, this office is responsible 
for answering complaints, issuing 
permits and coordinating building 
inspections.

TRAINING 

Training is vital to any profession 
and in particular to emergency 
services agencies. On-going 
training occurs on a daily basis 
coveringall aspects of the fire 
service including water rescue, 
emergency medical skills and 
practices, fireground procedures 
and techniques, and equipment 
operation. 


The addition of a new type of aerial 
ladder apparatus and new “Jaws of 
Life” rescue equipment prompted 
an emphasis oon _ extrication 
techniques and aerial ladder work 
in our training programs for the 
year. Many hours of training were 


devoted to familiarization and 
practical use of these new 
resources.

permit charges, $150.00 annual 
master fire alarm box circuit 
charges, $250.00 hydrant testing 
fees and Massachusetts Turnpike 
response fee. 


APPARATUS 

All pumping engines were service 
tested in December and all are in 
excellent mechanical condition. 
Engine #1 was refurbished in the 
Spring, which will extend its 
service life as well as adding trade- 
in value. Next engine replacement 
is now scheduled for 2003. Engine 
#3 will be sent out for 
refurbishment in 1998 with Engine 
#2 scheduled for 1999. 


Age finally caught up with the 1971 
aerial ladder. Yearly ladder testing 
revealed a hairline crack in the rail 
of the aerial ladder device 
rendering it unfit for fire service. 
An intensive search ffor a 
replacement led to the purchase of 
a 1985 110 ft aerial ladder for the 
modest sum of $59,000. These 
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same trucks are selling in the trade 
magazines for $285,000. We 
believe we got a very good piece 
of equipment for short money, 
which will serve the immediate 
need as a ffirst line piece of 
apparatus, and the future need as a 
spare apparatus when the new 
device is purchased within the next 
two years. As of this date, the truck 
has been functioning with no 
mechanical difficulties. 


The ambulance is scheduled for 
replacement in the Fall of 1998.

FIRE ALARM 

The Fire Alarm System has been 
maintained throughout the year. Six 
new master boxes were added and 
all costs were paid by the owners. 
New cable was installed on West 
Central Street, from Natick Square 
to the Temporary Dispatch Center 
and Police Station. The total new 
cable installed was over 21,000 
feet. Some of this cable will be 


used to tie in with the new 
Fire/Police complex and others for 


upgrading the cable plant. The 
move of all dispatch 
communications circuits to the 


Temporary Dispatch Center went 
smoothly with no major problems. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL 

Traffic light maintenance has 
continued throughout the year with 
no knock downs. The replacement 
of the control equipment at Pond, 
Mill and Speen is scheduled for this 
year. New signals will also be 
installed in front of the new Fire 
Headquarters on East Central 
Street to provide safe access for fire 
apparatus. 


RADIO SYSTEM 

The Fire radio system has been 
upgraded with the replacement of 
nine portable radios. The radio 
tower at headquarters was blown 
down during, the April 1* 
snowstorm. Essential service was 
restored promptly. 

GOALS 

In-service inspections and 
continued implementation of the 


Incident Command System will be 
priority issues for your Fire 
Department during 1998. 


Of major importance to this agency 
will be the completion of our new 
Fire Headquarters Building, with a 
proposed move date to occur some 
time during the Fall. Many hours of 
planning the new structure is now 
paying dividends during the 
construction phase. To my 
knowledge there have been only 
two change orders issued to date 
with no further changes anticipated. 
Both were minor in nature and have 
caused no construction delays. 


District Fire Stations are now 
becoming a focal point due to their 
deteriorating condition. 
Preliminary renovation estimates 
and plans have been completed for 
their refurbishment. Hopefully 
renovations can commence during 
this year.

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PUBLIC WORKS 


Early in the year, the 
Town set the stage for the 
reorganization of the way 
we maintain municipal 
buildings. A separate 
facilities maintenance 
division was created from 
the LFNR division and a 
new, highly experienced 
and trained supervisor 
was hired. The building 
maintenance budgets for the town 
hall, library, police, and _ fire 
departments were transferred to 
the new division, which already 
had the responsibility for 
maintaining the senior center/court 
house, Cole recreation center and 
the DPW complex. This new 
arrangement for maintaining town- 
owned buildings is already proving 
to be much more efficient and cost- 
effective. 


The following are reports on the 
activities of the various DPW 
divisions during the year: 


ENGINEERING 

In June, Mark Coviello, P.E., was 
hired as the new Town Engineer. 
One of the important roles of this 
Division is to provide guidance and 
engineering support to the other 
DPW divisions, Town Departments, 
Boards and citizens. The 
Engineering Department is the 
repository of street and utility plans 
and records. Updating town maps 
and plans such as the Assessor’s 
‘Maps, zoning maps and street maps 
is an important function of this 
division. Throughout the year, a 
good deal of time is spent 
Providing technical support to the 
Planning Board. This includes 
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reviewing plans for 
proposed projects, 
attending their meetings and 
providing field inspections 
for projects under 
construction to insure that all 
work is done in compliance 
with Town standards and 
specifications. One of the 
special projects that was 
undertaken during 1997 was 


the in-house design for 
improvements to Pegan Lane. 
During the year, six new 


subdivision plans with a total of 46 
house lots were reviewed. There 
were also seventeen other 
subdivisions in various stages of 
completion that required on-going 
review and inspection. Also during 
the year, the engineers issued 66 
street opening permits, reviewed 
and made inspections for 156 
certificates of occupancy, issued 98 
sewer connection permits and 79 
water connection permits. Five new 


streets were reviewed for 
acceptance 
The engineers coordinated the 


installation of new traffic lights on 
West Central Street and Mill Street 
and Speen Street with the State 
Highway Department. They also 
prepared and monitored several 
contracts for the reconstruction and 
resurfacing of several town streets 
including the completion of Bacon 
Street. 


HIGHWAY 

The Highway Division is 
responsible for street maintenance, 
drainage improvements, operation 
of the gravel pit, street sweeping 


and line painting, signs, and snow 
plowing. 


Routine maintenance during the 
year included sweeping streets 
clean of winter sand and cleaning 
catch basins. During the year, 
Indian Rock Road, Mainstone Road, 


Bacon Street, Pleasant Street, 
Lakeshore Road and 
Pegan ane were 


repaved. A number of 
significant drainage 
improvements were 
made in various parts 
of Town. New 
drainpipes were laid in 
Bunker Lane, Beacon 
Street, Cypress Road and Pegan 
Lane. Over seventy catch basins 
were repaired or totally rebuilt. 


At the gravel pit, we produced 
5,800 cubic yards of sand, 930 
cubic yards of peastone and 880 
cubic yards of crusher-run gravel. 
These materials are used for a 
number of activities throughout the 
year including winter sanding, chip 
sealing, and backfilling of 
construction trenches. We estimate 
that by having this facility, the town 
saved over $115,000. 


WATER 

The new water treatment plant at 
the Springvale well fields on Route 
9 went on line at mid-year. The 
plant enables us to treat water from 
the Evergreen wells as well as the 
Springvale wells. The air strippers 
at the new plant have the capacity 
to remove volatile organic 
contaminants from up to 6,000,000 
gallons of water per day while the 
pressure filters can remove 
manganese from 4,000,000 million 
gallons of water per day. 
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In the fall, we began fluoridating 
the Town’s water. Injection points to 
add the fluoride were installed at 
each well site where water is 
pumped into the system. During the 
year, personnel from the water 
division installed new water mains 
in Clarendon Street and Hayes 
Street to serve the new police/fire 
complex. Similar work 
was done in Park Street 
and East Central Street to 
serve the new Town Hall. 
Additionally, ninety-seven 
water leaks were 
repaired, 150 water 
services replaced, 30 fire 
hydrants were repaired 
or replaced and over 1000 water 
meters were replaced. 


SEWER 

During 1997, the Town’s sewer 
system handled 1.3 billion gallons 
of wastewater. Personnel from this 
division replaced 150 feet of sewer 
pipe in-Boden Lane that had 
collapsed. Forty sewer services 
were repaired and aé_ 12-inch 
collection main in South Avenue 
was replaced in conjunction with 
the installation of the MWRA force 
main. The Bradford Road and Prime 
Park sewer lift stations were 
rehabilitated. As part of our on- 
going infiltration and _ inflow 
removal program, (I & I), we 
relined 9040 feet of sewer pipe and 
repaired/sealed 530 sewer 
manholes. 


SANITATION AND RECYCLING CENTER 

During 1997, the Sanitation Division 
collected 6,159 tons of trash and 
transported it to the ‘“waste-to- 
energy” facility in Millbury. 
Residents. and businesses continue 
to use the recycling center on West 


Street. At year’s end, the Town 
purchased a horizontally-fed brush 
grinder which will enable us to 
grind up all of the brush that is 
taken to the center, including tree 
limbs and Christmas trees. In 
previous years, we had to contract 
for this service at substantial cost. 
To encourage and assist residents 
with backyard composting, the 
Town continued to offer for sale 
composting bins at reduced cost 
The cost of these bins is subsidized 
by a State grant. 


LAND _ FACILITIES AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES/TREE WARDEN 

This division is responsible for the 
maintenance of school grounds, 
parks, athletic fields, two historic 
cemeteries, and public shade trees. 
In January, John Cunniff was hired 
as the new supervisor of the LFNR 
division. 


A severe winter storm on April 1 
left the town with a huge mess of 
downed trees, large branches, and 
tons of brush that required several 
months of concentrated effort to 
clean up. As we recovered from 
that episode, we entered a period 
of severe drought that turned out to 
be the driest summer in over fifty 
years. This lack of moisture had a 
devastating effect on the athletic 
fields. Since most of the fields have 
no irrigation system, we were 
virtually helpless in the face of no 
rain, and many of the fields turned 
brown for a good part of the 
Summer and early fall. Once the 
Trains came, however, the fields 
gradually came back to life. 


This division undertook several 
Special projects during the year. A 
persistent bee problem at the 
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Memorial School playground was 
resolved when we replaced all of 
the sand with a fine stone and 
geotextile fabric. We also installed 
a new safety surface under the new 
playgrounds at Lilja School. During 
the year, two public hearings were 
held “in the field” regarding the 
removal of public shade trees. 


During the year, personnel from 
this division completed the first 
phase of the South Natick Dam Park 
renovations, the JV and Varsity 
soccer field renovations, and the 
Coolidge outdoor skating rink. 
Additionally, they installed new 
playground equipment at the 
Brown School, made repairs to the 
Johnson basketball courts, replaced 
the Whitney basketball hoops and 
conducted major park cleanups in 
several areas of Town with the help 
and cooperation of John Francoise 
and the Natick Police Department. 


Building renovation work included 
major repairs to the Lincoln Center 
courtroom , the replacement of the 
boiler and installation of window 
guards at the Cole Recreation 
Center. 


In addition to the renovation of 
baseball and softball diamonds for 
the 1996 Spring season, twelve 
major athletic fields had to be 
renovated due to the severe 
drought that we suffered in late 
summer and early fall. 


As in past years, a number of 
volunteer groups helped with these 
projects including the South Natick 
Citizens Association, the Coolidge 
Rink Advocates, the Brown School 
Playground Committee, Pat Young, 


and various contractors and youth 
sports organizations. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE 

In early January, Cory Lovett was 
hired as the new Supervisor of the 
Building Maintenance Division. This 


Division maintains the Court 
House/Senior Center, Cole 
Recreational Center, DPW 


Buildings, Morse Institute Library, 
Town Hall and temporary police 


station. During the year, a 
Computerized Maintenance 
Management System was 


implemented. This system will 
enable us to generate work orders, 
prepare accurate and detailed 
maintenance reports, and project 
work loads. In additional to routine 
custodial and maintenance 


activities, this division helped 
repair the docks at Dug Pond; 
constructed new stairs at the 
recycling center office; painted 
most of the exterior of the senior 
center; installed new energy 
efficient hot water heaters at the 
Court House and senior center; 
began a‘new program installing 
energy efficient light bulbs; and 
started a planned replacement 
program for air filters. We 
anticipate that the responsibilities 
and workload for this division will 
grow dramatically next year when 
the new town hall and police/fire 
complex come on-line.

NATICK HIGH SCHOOL 


The completion of the N.E.A.S.C. 
self study and visitation by the 
accreditation team this October. 
The addition of the North Star 
program at Natick High School 
has provided an opportunity to 
address the needs of at-risk 
students at N.H.S. with a more 
comprehensive program. 

The implementation of a new 
smoking policy where students 
may receive a $100 fine has 


significantly decreased the 
amount of smoking in the 
facility. 

The establishment of a 


Technology Education 
laboratory to allow students to 
explore and apply technology 
via computer simulations to 
solve real life problems. 

The initiation of a program by 
the guidance department that 
enables parents and students to 
meet with counselors from noon 
until 7:30 p.m. each Wednesday. 
Parents found this to be a very 
positive program affording them 
the opportunity to discuss their 
child’s progress without missing 
work. 

The Natick High School Library 
installed an Information 
Resources Network. This 
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network affords students access 
to a wide array of research 
information from over 42 
stations connected to a CD-ROM 
tower. The tower runs eight 
different data bases for student 
research needs. The library 
also has five work stations 
connected to the Internet for 
student and staff use. 

Natick High School warmly 
welcomed Dr. Barry Parker as 
the new Principal of Natick High 
School in August of 1997. Dr. 
Parker replaced Dr. Donald 
Bevelander who left to become 
principal of Somerville High 
School. 


KENNEDY & WILSON MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Wilson and Kennedy expanded 
foreign language into the 
seventh grade as part of the new 
State standards and curriculum 
frameworks. 

Kennedy participated in the 
Massachusetts Net Day and now 
has their computer lab 
networked and connected to the 


Internet thanks to generous 
corporate partners and many 
parent and community 
volunteers. 


The “Weather Net Program” at 
Kennedy is in its third successful 
year as a partnership with the 
Museum of Science and WBZ-TV 
and keeps Kennedy the leader 
among middle school weather 
groups. 

Radio Station WLSN~ was 
initiated this fall and broadcasts 
before school, during lunch and 


after school. The radio station is 
student run and features shows 
with different formats. The radio 
station will also support other 


areas of the curriculum 
including W’, the Wilson 
Weather Watch. 

The Broadmoor Sanctuary 


awarded a grant to Mr. Walker 
and Mrs. Rowan to have their 
students participate in the 
design, construction and 
monitoring of the environmental 
impact of the golf course that 
will be constructed on top of the 
Natick Landfill. 

The Wilson Math Team finished 
sixth out of 376 schools 
participating in the New 
England Math League contest. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Johnson Elementary School was 
named a National Blue Ribbon 


School for Educational 
Excellence. 
Mrs. Margaret Donahoe, 


Kindergarten teacher at Johnson 
School, was named a finalist for 
Massachusetts Teacher of the 
Year. 

Bennett-Hemenway received 
approval from Town Meeting for 
the design, construction and 
equipping of a new Bennett- 
Hemenway School on _ the 
existing site. 

A multi-sensory and disciplinary 
approach to instruction 
continues at Bennett-Hemenway. 
Teachers are integrating the 
creative arts, music, social 
studies and language arts as 
well as the expanded use of 
technology to augment their 
teaching and learning. 

Lilja Elementary School was 
reopened in September of 1997. 
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Lilja is the second school to have 
been completely modernized 
and expanded to meet our 
increasing enrollment. 

Lilja is the first school in the 
district to have the capacity to 
afford every teacher and student 
access to technology and the 
Internet. Lilja also has the first 
fully automated library in the 
district. 

Memorial School continues to 


house our ESL program. 
Twenty-three students 
participated in this program 
representing ten different 
countries. 


Memorial’s proximity to the 
“Community Farm” affords its 
students the unique opportunity 
for many “hands-on” science 
activities. 

In April, the Brown School 
enthusiastically welcomed Mrs. 
Jeanne Roberts as the new 
Principal of Brown School. Mrs. 
Roberts has been an outstanding 
teacher in Natick and served as 
the Interim Principal for two 
years. 

Brown. School piloted a math 
activities project involving the 
use of “Digi Blocks”. This pilot 
project was conducted by Dr. 
Elan Kohlberg, Mathematics 


Professor at Harvard University. | 


The program enabled students 
to understand basic math 
concepts through the use of 
counting blocks in base 10.

to place a strong emphasis on — 


our literacy programs. Our first 
grade teachers participated in 
Wisnia-Kapp, training which is a 
phonics program that is used 


with our literacy program.

presents many challenges and 
opportunities for our students 
and staff. Our technology plan 
has been approved by the 
Department of Education and

The 
Natick Public Schools has over 
110 partnerships in education.

The 1997 school year was both 
challenging and productive. The 
following are a few of the more 
significant accomplishments: 


e In March the School Committee 
received a feasibility study 
completed by D.R.A., Inc. on the 
condition of the schools as part 
of the Phase II renovation 
process. 

e In May the School Committee 
approved an elementary 
redistricting plan to alleviate 
overcrowding at Brown School.

e InjJune the Committee approved 
a Strategic plan to guide 
decision making for the next 
five years. 

e In June the Committee received 
approval at the Special Town 
meeting for the design of a new 
Bennett-Hemenway School. 

e The Committee approved a 
draft technology plan that 
enabled the district to receive a 
State grant of approximately 
$116,000. 

e The School Committee is 
pleased that Natick is one of 


thirty-seven _ communities 
participating in a $250,000 State 
grant to provide staff training in 
the use of assistive technology. 

e In October, the Committee 


received approval of 
$12,500,000 at the Fall Town 
Meeting for the design, 


construction and equipping of a 
new Bennett-Hemenway. 
Construction is scheduled to 
begin in summer of 1998. 

e The Committee held its second 
annual retreat in July to establish 
its goals and priorities for the 
year. 

e The Committee authorized the 
Superintendent to establish a 
task force to study the Middle 
School enrollment growth and 
possible alternatives. 

e The Committee approved the 
implementation of a technology 
education lab at Natick High 
School. The lab will enable 


students to work on solving real 
like problems through computer 
simulations. 

e The Committee has continued to 
review and update its policy 
manual. 

e The Committee voted to excess 
the East School after the new 


Bennett-Hemenway is 
completed in the Fall of 1999. 
e The School Committee 


authorized the establishment of 
an Arts Task Force to study the 
visual and performing arts in 
our schools. 


The School Committee wishes to 
express its deep appreciation to 
the administration, teachers, staff, 
parents, other town officials and 
boards, and the citizens of Natick 
for their continued support of the 
public schools. We look forward to 
the challenges of 1998. 


Keefe Technical School 


The 1996-97 school year was one of 
continuing growth for Keefe 
Technical School. Following years 
of declining enrollments, the 9-12 
student count has begun to reflect 
the increases being felt by the five 
communities served by the school. 
This trend has resulted in the 
planning of a Health Careers 
Program that will be introduced 
during the 1997-98 school year. 
The program is being developed 
with the active assistance of an 
advisory committee consisting of a 
wide-range of medical 
professionals. Surveys indicate a 
demand for the program by 
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students and good _ placement 
opportunities for future graduates. 

The school has received notice of 
continued accreditation from the 
New England _ Association of 
Schools and Colleges. This 
accreditation follows an extensive 
three-day visit by a team of twenty- 
seven educators from all over New 
England. The visiting team 
reviewed all aspects of the school's 
operation including curriculum, 
facilities, guidance and media 
services, staff and administration, 
and student activities. The finished 
report was extremely 
complimentary to the _ school 
particularly in commending the

personnel 


commitment and dedication of the 
professional staff and a "well- 
trained, respectful student body 
who demonstrate pride in their 
school". 


Although the school has been well 
maintained and is_ cosmetically 
attractive both inside and out, we 
are beginning to experience some 
of the infrastructure issues 
associated with a twenty-five year 
old facility. This is resulting in 
increasing budget requests for 
improvements to the heating and 
cooling systems, student lockers, 


building hardware, 
communications systems, etc. 
Advances in technology also 


continue to present a budgeting 
challenge. A plan is currently 
being developed to address all the 
facility needs to insure that the 
school present a good educational 
environment for years to come. 


| Keefe Tech continues to be the host 
site for the South Middlesex School 
to Career Partnership, 


and we 
continue to be an active participant 
that endeavor. To date, 
Partnership activities have 
emphasized teacher and counselor 
training in career awareness and 


development at both the middle 
school and high school levels. 


Natick middle and high school 
have been _ active 
participants in this project. There is 
a consensus that we need to 
provide all students with more 
school-to-career information and 
experiences. The goal is to have all 
young people make better and 
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more informed choices about their 
futures. 


The school has not enjoyed any 
substantial amount of additional 
State aid as a result of the Education 
Reform Act. Small increases in per 
pupil assistance have been more 
than offset by losses in State 
reimbursements for transportation. 
There has been some effort to 
increase transportation aid, and 
hopefully these efforts will be 
continued. Our local legislators 
have been very supportive in this 
cause. We appreciate Natick’s 
continued financial support as 
changes in technology challenge us 
to keep our programs current and 
relevant. 


Our Continuing Education Program 
continues to serve over 2,000 
students each semester with a wide 
range of courses offered on 
weekday evenings and Saturdays. 
Courses run the gamut from 
specific occupational skill training 
to recreation and_ relaxation 
activities. Non-school use of our 
facilities is also extensive, with 
events taking place nearly every 
weekend. 


The current enrollment for Natick is 
78 students. Your representatives 
to the Keefe Tech School 
Committee are Mr. Edward Weagle 
and Dr. Stephen Kane. We continue 
to enjoy an excellent relationship 
with the Natick Public Schools and 
are working cooperatively to 
provide the best opportunities for 
youth and adults in the South 
Middlesex District. 


COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


One Town 


The Community 
Development Department 
is responsible for 
Planning, Zoning, 
Conservation, Building 
Construction (residential 
& commercial), and the 
Natick Neighborhood Bus. 


In all of its decisions, the 
Boards must. carefully 
balance the needs and rights of the 
applicant with the impact on the 
neighborhood and the Town. The 
Boards will impose conditions on 
the applicants designed to improve 
the proposals and to mitigate any 
impact. The citizens of the Town of 
Natick should be proud of all the 
members of the Boards and 
Commissions for their dedication 
and many hours of _ service 
attending late meetings. 

1997 brought many changes to the 
Community Development 
Department. Building Inspector 
Frederick Sanford retired in August 
after nearly 33 years of service. 
During his career, Fred became a 
charter member of the New 
England Committee for Code 
Improvement and helped to found 
the School for Building Inspectors at 
the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst. He also served as the first 
chairman of the Board of Appeals to 
the State Building Code 
Commission. We thank Fred for his 
hard work and dedication to the 
Town, and wish him and his wife 
Mary good health and happiness in 
the future.

Sarkis Sarkisian 
serves as the Director who is 
responsible for day to day 
management of the department.

Planner/Conservation Agent and 
handles all administrative details 
for the Conservation Commission 
including enforcement of permits 
that are issued. Annie Greel, 
Executive Assistant, provides 
support to the Building Inspector 
with zoning administration and 
handles all aspects of permitting 
from scheduling to Certificate of 
Occupancies. Kristie Manning, 


Administrative Assistant to the 
Planning Board, organizes. the 
Planning Board meeting agendas, 
prepares minutes of the meetings, 
and maintains all Planning Board 


files. Yvonne Johnson,

The Community Development 
Department completed two ISTEA 
projects this year after many years 
of planning Moran Park and Route 
135 Middlesex Path. Both projects 
were administered by the 
community office. 


PLANNING BOARD 

The Planning Board is an elected 
Board in Natick whose jurisdiction 
includes: Approving, modifying, or 
rejecting all proposed subdivision 


applications; Approving, 
modifying, or rejecting all 
proposed special permit 
applications for commercial 
development in the Regional 


Center (RC) and Highway Corridor 
(HC) overlay districts in the 
environs of Route 9; Approving or 
rejecting all applications for 
“Approval Not Required” plans; 
Initiating Zoning Bylaw 
recommendations for Town 
Meeting action. This year, the 
Planning Board’s Adult Use Bylaw 
Was approved by Town Meeting, 
therefor putting restrictions on such 
use. 


In 1997, the Planning Board held 23 
regular meetings and 5 special 
meetings. Special Permits or 
Modifications to Special Permits

issued this year include: Jordan’s 
Furniture, Frame King, MetroWest 
Bank, Merit Oil, Cloverleaf Center, 
and a Rolls Royce dealership. The 
Board approved, with conditions, a 
fourteen lot subdivision called 


Blossom Estates, a two lot 
subdivision called Summit 
Meadows, and a 15 lot subdivision 
called Meadows III. 


In March, Julian Munnich was 
elected to the Planning Board.

BOARD OF APPEALS 
The Board of Appeals is a quasi- 
judicial board responsible for 


approving special permits and 
variances from the Natick Zoning 
By-Laws in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Zoning Act, General 
Laws Chapter 40A. The Board has 
eight members, all citizens of the 
Town, appointed for three year 
terms by the Board of Selectmen. 
The Board meets at least once a 
month and hears, on average, 5 
new cases per meeting. The 
hearings are advertised in the TAB 
and notices are sent to the abutters. 


During 1997, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals received 56 petitions, with 
filing fees totaling $11,477.10. The 
Town was reimbursed for postage 
in the amount of $771.44. Filing fees 
and postage offset the cost of legal 
advertisements and notifications to 
property owners and abutters. 
Approximately two-thirds of the 
petitions received related to 
residential properties. Most of 
these were requests for setback 
variances for the purpose of 
constructing additions or accessory 
buildings. Five petitioners sought 
special permits: three to allow a 
second kitchen on the premises, 
one to construct an art studio, and 
another to allow a mobile home on 
the premises during a major 
renovation of their home. 


Petitions received for commercial 
properties were mostly requests for 
special permits. One-fourth of 
these were for proposed signs that 
did not meet the requirements of 
the Zoning By-Laws. There were 
also petitions received for 
commercial properties requesting 
variances for new construction. 
Two appeals sought permission to 
construct wireless communication 
towers. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals would 
like to welcome new member 
Wayne A. Chouinard, who replaced 
Associate Member Julian J. Munnich 
in the fall when he joined the 
Planning Board.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

The Natick Conservation 
Commission is a seven member 
Commission appointed by the 
Board of Selectman to advise the 
Town on matters related resource 


protection, agricultural 
preservation, and open _ space 
acquisition / protection. In addition 
to its advisory’ roles,’ the 


Commission is also charged with 
the implementation of the State’s 
Wetland Protection Act. 


In, 1997 the Natick Conservation 
Commission experienced a very 
busy year implementing 
Wetlands Protection Act and many 
other Conservation related 
projects. Over the course of the 
year the Commission heard 22 
Notices of Intent, issued 15 Orders 
of Condition, reviewed 20 Requests 
for Determination, granted 11 
Certificates of Compliance, issued 
11 Time Extensions to existing 
Orders, and laid down 2 
Enforcement Orders. 


With regret, the Commission 
accepted the resignations of Paul 
McKinley, past Chairman and 
Commissioner for nine years, and 
John Maciolek, former Commission 
secretary and member of four 
years. Both Paul and John were 
recognized with Commendations of 
Service from the Board of 


the | 


Selectmen for their contributions to — 


the community. The Commission 
also notes with pleasure the 


appointment of Adam Last to fill a 
vacancy on the Commission. Adam 
brings to the Commission his 
education and experience as an 
environmental engineer with a 
respected environmental 
consulting firm. Mr. Last is also a 
citizen member of the U.S. Army 
Natick Labs Restoration Advisory 
Board. 


This year’s promulgation of new 
River Protection regulations and 
DEP’s Stormwater Management 
Policy has provided the 
Commission with additional 
jurisdiction and guidance in 
protecting Natick’s natural 
resources. The new regulations 
and policies helped the 
Commission make _ strides’ in 
protecting Riverfront Areas and 
working with applicants to 
implement stormwater 
management systems that provide 
higher levels of water quality 
protection than were achieved in 
the past. 


Notable Commission projects and 
achievements for 1997 include: 
participation in projects to protect 
open space, coordination of “Natick 
Clean-Up” on Earth Day, planning 
and administration of Phases 1 and 
2 of ISTEA Enhancement Grants for 
_ Route 135/Middlesex Path, and the 
final permitting required for the

NATICK NEIGHBORHOOD BUS 

The Natick Neighborhood Bus has 
been in service for 21 years, thanks 
to the solid support of the Town and 
the MBTA. The MBTA subsidizes 
65% of the net operation costs and 
the Town funds the remaining 35%. 
Currently there are three Town- 
owned buses. Two buses operate 
daily (Monday-Friday) for a total of 
19 hours per day. One bus 
operates on Saturday for 7.5 hours. 
Tickets may be purchased on the 
buses or in the Town Hall Bus Office 
(G-8). 


The NNB consists of 10 part-time 
employees including: ] 
Coordinator under the direction of 
the Community Development 
Director; 1 Dispatcher; 7 drivers 
(plus 1 backup driver). Fares are: 
$1.00 per ride for adults; $14.00 for 
a 20 ride adult ticket; $.50 a ride 
for senior citizens, students, and 
disabled persons; $7.00 for a 20 
ride ticket.

Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council is the regional planning 
agency for the 101 cities and towns 
in the metropolitan Boston area. 
Created by an act of the legislature 
in 1963, it serves as a forum for 
state and local officials and 
provides technical planning 
assistance to member communities. 
MAPC works with cities and towns 
through subregional groups whose 
members are appointed by chief 
elected officials and planning 
boards. The Council provides the 
subregions with financial planning 
and administrative support, and 
offers technical aid on selected 
special projects. 


After year of concern about the role 
of local governments in state 
transportation planning and 
funding decisions, 1997 saw a 
landmark achievement in the 
formation of a new Boston area 
MPO. The reorganization was the 
outcome of federally supported 
mediation with MAPC serving as a 
key negotiator for a _ stronger 
state/local partnership. MPO 
voting members now include seven 
cities and towns, along with seven 
state and regional agencies 
including MAPC. The municipal 
and regional members of the MPO 
are responsible for programming 
about $40 million per year in local 
road and bridge projects, about 
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one-third of the total funds 
available for the metropolitan 
region, MAPC works with 


communities to develop a list of 
local projects to be programmed 
for funding. In September, the first 
Transportation Improvement 
Program was adopted by the new 
MPO. 


As always, the agency has 
participated in a_ variety of 
transportation related projects, 


including a Transportation Summit 
meeting to support the 
reauthorization of ISTEA and help to 
assure that transportation funding 
for New England is not lessened. 


As part of the Metropolitan 
Greenspace Initiative project, 
MAPC has produced a map that 
illustrates the development growth 
in the greater Boston area from 
1970 to 1991. The accompanying 
data documents the results of urban 
sprawl that has occurred showing a 
15% growth in land development 
with only 5% growth in population. 
Staff has also been working with 
students at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Design on a_ report 
outlining the potential for open 
space protection as the region 
continues to grow. 


The Data Center, 
Harvard University 


working with

University of Massachusetts Boston, 
completed a collaborative project 
known as The Massachusetts 
Electronic Atlas. This atlas 
provides access via the Internet to 
information on the 351 cities and 
towns, all of which can be 
downloaded.

From its inception, the library 
construction project took ten years 
to complete. The success of this 
project is a result of the vision and 
the hard work of the Board of 
Library Trustees, the Board of 


Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator, the Finance 
Committee, and the generous 


volunteer efforts of many groups 
and individuals. 


The library staff was instrumental in 
making the move to the new facility 
a success. They moved 125,000 


=_ 


books, 40 computers, library 
furniture and supplies out of the 
library's temporary site at 17 West 
Central Street and into the new 
building at 14 East Central Street 
during March, 1997. Through their 
tireless efforts and ongoing 
enthusiasm, the staff contributed to 
a smooth transition from the old to 
the new, and a seamless re- 
opening on April 8, 1998. 


The library capital campaign got off 
to a strong start with a significant 
gift from the Middlesex Savings 
Bank. Generous donations from 
The TJX Companies, Inc., and the 
Cognex Corporation followed. 
Many Natick businesses, 
community groups, and individuals 
have given their support to the 
campaign. Funding from the 
capital campaign has been used to 
purchase the furnishings and 
equipment for the new library. 
Members of the Campaign Steering 
Committee and the Campaign 
Advisory Committee worked with 
Campaign Coordinator Joan Craig 
to ensure the campaign's success. 


Special appreciation is extended to 
the groups that have volunteered 
year around to provide programs 
and funding to the Library and its 
patrons. In 1997, the Friends of the 
Library, with Kathleen Donovan as 
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President, completed the final 
payment of the $25,000 gift they 
pledged to restore the stained 
glass windows in the 1873 building. 
In addition, the Friends continue to 
contribute funding for the museum 
passes, programs, and provide 
volunteers for library events. The 
Community Events Committee, 
under the direction of Judy 
D'Antonio, coordinated several 
celebrations including the Sneak 
Preview and the Book Brigade. The 
community partnership with Natick 
Center Associates, the Friends of 
the Fourth Committee, the Council 
on Aging and other groups 
included cooperative programming 
and volunteer support which 
helped make 1997 a _ record 
breaking year for the Morse 
Institute Library.

Bacon Free Library 


Throughout the year 1997 the Bacon 
Free Library par-time staff of 3 
processed 770 new materials, 
circulated 15,000 items, and 
opened the library for 1342 hours 
for the citizens of Natick. 
Attendance at all of the 75 
programs sponsored by the 
Trustees, Friends, and Staff reached 
in excess of 2500. 


Both the children’s and the adult 
collection of over 13,000 items 
continued to be very popular. The 
holdings of the library included not 
only the newest in popular books 
but also audiovisual materials, 
periodicals, and materials. in 
electronic format. Free Internet 
access was offered to all, and there 
was instruction available by 
appointment. The Minuteman 
Library Network catalog was 
accessible in the web version or by 
Telnet. 


The most popular programs 
included pre-school story hours, 
adult book discussions, the summer 
reading program for children, 
author lectures, museum tours, the 
summer kick-off Jazz Concert by 
the Charles, Santa’s visit, and 
holiday caroling and _ readings. 
Programs were often a cooperative 
effort with other Natick community 
organizations. 


The Friends of the Library had an 
active year with increases in 
membership, programming, 
publicity, and joint programs with 
the Natick Historical Society. The 
Friends continued to support the 
librarian, to purchase items not 
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addressed in the operating budget, 
and to be an advocate for the Bacon 
Free Library in the community. 


The Natick Historical Society and 
Museum, located on the lower level 
of the Bacon Free Library building, 
continued outreach to the 
community and beyond via _ its 
home page on the Internet 
(www.ultranet.com/~elliot/). 


Under the direction of Jan Prescott, 
President and Anne _ Schaller, 
Museum Director, the Historical 
Society continue to collect materials 
on events of the ‘90s and to 
preserve and promote Natick’s 
history and artifacts. Programs, 
ours, and research on Natick 
houses and genealogy were all 
very popular. 


For the Bacon Free Library Trustees 
1997 marked the completion of 
phase I of the restoration of the 
building-the renewal of the 
exterior. As the year came to an 
end, discussions were being held 
for phase II - the interior restoration 
and grounds beautification. 
Overall, it was a very productive 
years with many accomplishments 
to be proud of. People in the 


community and beyond were 
invited to keep up-to-date via the 
Library’s Internet home page 
(www.ultranet.com/~bfl/), to 


become involved in the planning 
process, and to share their talents 
and resources - all directed toward 
the fulfillment of the collective 
vision of the Trustees to ensure the 
continued existence of this Library 
which serves the selective reading, 


learning, and cultural requirements 
of the community.

Board of Assessors 


The Board of Assessors 
respectfully submits its 
annual town report for the 
year ending 1997. In 1997 
the Assessors Office 
completed the Triennial 
Revaluation required by 
Massachusetts Law. All 
properties within’ the 
Town of Natick received 
new assessments. A 
review of 1996 sales was completed 
and values updated to ensure 
equalized assessments throughout 
the town. This process included 
interior (when available) and 
exterior inspections of homes and 
commercial property throughout 
the town. An analysis of assessment 
to sale ratios provided the office 
with the tools to adjust property 
values and keep assessments on an 
equitable level. The Office will 
review assessments for accuracy on 
an ongoing basis. 


New technology enhancements will 
improve assessing practices. The 
implementation of an integrated 
Geographic Information 
System(GIS), coupled with updated 
assessment/appraisal software will 
provide the staff with greater 


capabilities to cross-check 
data and equalize 
assessments. 


The Board of Assessors 
granted 528 Personal 
Exemptions totaling nearly 
$165,000. These exemptions 
are granted to individual 
property owners who meet 
the qualification guidelines 
of Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 59 section 5 (Older 
Citizens, Disabled Veterans, Blind 
Persons, Surviving Spouses. or 
Minor Children, and Paraplegic 
Veterans). 


The Assessors Office is committed 
to providing the residents with 
accurate and complete assessment 
information. The Board of 
Assessors meets Tuesday evenings. 
Meeting dates and times are posted 
in the Town Hall. The Assessment 
Staff is available to answer 
questions and address concerns. 
The Assessors Office is open to the 
public Monday - Friday from 8:00 
AM -5:00 PM. 

Property owners with specific 
concerns should contact the Office 
for an appointment.

The 
invoices and payrolls for operating 
expenses, which were presented 
on 288 Treasury Warrants, 
amounted to $68,104,816.48 and the 
209 Capital Project Treasury 
Warrants amounted to

as of June 30, 1997 totaled 
$5,082,969.64. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1996 
through June 30, 1997, inclusive of 
trust funds were $152,677,485.50. 


The cash balance on hand June 30, 
1997, exclusive of trust funds was 
$32,260,228.33 which is an increase 
of $11,478,993.50 from the balance 
on hand at the end of the previous 
fiscal period. 
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Monthly notices of 
appropriation condition 
were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town 
Officers, Committees and 
Boards charged with the 
expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all 
departmental budgets were 
compiled showing amounts 
for each item appropriated 
during Fiscal Year 1997, and 
expended for Fiscal Year 1997. 


Copies of each budget were 
forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 

The unexpended appropriation 


balances closed for Fiscal Year 
1997 amount to $1,313,338.91 an 
increase of $528,953.24 from the 
previous fiscal period.

Report of the Historic District Commission 


Natick is the proud home of two 
open-air museums filled with 
splendid architectural treasures 
that include early 18th century 
Colonial houses, 19th century 
Greek Revival houses, and late 
Victorian gingerbread 
masterpieces. One of these 
museums is the Henry Wilson 
Historic District, which includes the 
majority of the buildings on West 
Central Street between Main Street 
and Cemetery Street. The other is 
the John Eliot Historic District, 
which comprises many of the 
buildings in the middle of South 
Natick. A walking tour of these 
Historic Districts is a revealing trip 
into Natick's past, an opportunity to 
see how life was lived in our town 
over the last three centuries. 


In the 1970s, a number of Natick's 
most attractive and most historic 
houses were being demolished or 
radically altered in response to the 
pressures of commercial 
development. In response, the 
Natick Town Meeting, acting under 
Chapter 40C of Massachusetts law, 
established and later enlarged its 
two Historic Districts. Under the 
town bylaw and the State law, 
anyone wishing to make exterior 
alterations to a building in a 
Historic District must seek approval 
from the Historic District 
Commission, a body appointed by 
the Selectmen. This Commission is 
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empowered to approve- or 
disapprove applications to make 
exterior alterations to properties in 
the two Districts. No building 
permit may be granted in either 
District without the approval of the 
Historic District Commission. 


The properties in the Historic 
Districts are privately owned. No 
tax money is spent on _ their 
conservation. It is through the 
generosity and good taste of their 
owners that the historic appearance 
of the Districts is maintained. Thus 
these public treasures are 
maintained at private expense, a 
gift of incalculable value to all the 
citizens of the Town of Natick. To 
those who own historic properties, 
the only reward aside from pride of 
ownership is the maintenance of 
high standards of appearance 
throughout the two Districts. 


The Historic District Commission 
has published a Walking Tour 
brochure for each of the Districts 
that includes a map of the historic 
properties and brief descriptions of 
its individual buildings. These are 
available free of charge at the 
Morse Institute Library and the 
Bacon Free Library.

Natick Cultural Council 


The Natick Cultural Council is one 
of over 300 local cultural councils 
throughout Massachusetts, 
administered by the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council. Its purpose is to 
promote excellence, access, 
education and diversity in the arts, 
humanities and interpretive 
sciences in order to promote the 
quality of life for all its residents. 


The Council meets four times in the 
Fall on the first Wednesday of the 
month. The meetings are held in 
the Town Hall. The first, in 
September, is one in which input 
from the general public is 
requested. October 15 is the usual 
deadline for all grant proposals to 
be considered. 


In November, the Council meets 
with the applicants who have a 
chance to explain their projects and 
to bring any helpful materials. At 
the December meeting, the Council 
decides which proposals go into 
Boston for affirmation.

Other efforts to continuous 
improvement of our benefit plans, 
especially this year in dental and 
disability, are a focus for the 
administration and the board. 


Training and development of staff 
across Town continue to be an issue 


of modern management. The 
ongoing success of customer 
service/quality teams has been 
satisfying to the Board and of great 
importance to the staff and Town as 
a whole. The improvement of “the 
way we do things” and the things 
we do as well as “doing things 
right” are the central focus of our 
training and development 
programs. 


We wish to thank the many Boards, 
Committees and staff of the Town 
for their cooperation and assistance 
over the last year.

Water and sewer users who own and inhabit dwellings and choose to apply for such 
tax exemption and are approved by the Board of Assessors shall be certified as 
eligible for this discount program. The certification by the Board of Assessors shall 
continue until the date which is the statutory deadline for application for such tax 
exemption for the next successive tax year. 


Section 4 ALTERNATE APPLICATION PROCEDURE, DURATION 
Water and sewer users who own and inhabit dwellings who qualify for such tax 
exemption, but for whatever reason, choose not to apply for such tax exemption may | 
apply to the Board of Assessors for eligibility certification. The Board of Assessors 
shall provide forms for application and shall within thirty (30 days determine whether | 
such applicant is eligible. The effective date of certification shall be the approval date : 
by the Board of Assessors and shall continue for a period of up to one year; provided 

however, that all such certifications shall terminate on June 30 of each year. | 


Section5 ISSUANCE OF DISCOUNT 


Whenever the Board of Assessors certify that a water and sewer user is eligible for this! 
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discount program, the Board shall forthwith so notify the Water and Sewer Division. 
Upon receipt of the notice the Water and Sewer Division shall take the necessary steps 
to reduce the bills issued to such water and sewer user.

IlI-H Wireless Communications Facilities 

(1) Purpose: The purpose of this section is to protect the general public from 
hazards associated with wireless communications facilities, to minimize visual 
impacts from wireless communications facilities on residential districts within 
Natick, to minimize the overall number and height of such facilities to only what 
is essential, and to promote the shared use of such facilities to reduce the need 
for new facilities. 


(2) _ Use Restrictions: No wireless communications facility may be erected or 
installed except upon the issuance of a special permit by the Planning Board 
acting as a special permit granting authority in accordance with Section VI-EE, 
subject to site plan approval as set forth in Section VI-DD and subject to all of 
the following conditions: 


(a) The only wireless communications facilities allowed are 
free-standing monopoles, with associated antennae and/or panels. 
Lattice style towers and similar facilities requiring three or more legs 
and/or guy wires for support are not allowed. 


(b) To the extent feasible, all service providers shall co-locate on a 
single facility. Wireless communications facilities shall be designed to 
accommodate the maximum number of users technologically practical. 
The intent of this requirement is to reduce the number of facilities which 
will be required to be located within the community. 
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(c) Any proposed extension in the height, addition of cells, antennae 
or panels, construction of a new wireless communications facility, or 
replacement of a facility, shall be subject to a new application for an 
amendment to the special permit. 


(d) |Newwireless communications facilities shall be considered by the 
Planning Board only upon a finding by the Planning Board that existing or 
approved facilities cannot accommodate the wireless communications 
equipment planned for the proposed facility. 


(e) Inno event shall any wireless communications facility be located 
closer than two (2) miles to any other such facility. 


(f) No wireless communications facility or attached accessory 
antennae or satellite dish shall exceed fifty (50) feet in height as 
measured from ground level at the base of the facility. 


(g) Antennae or dishes located on a structure shall not exceed ten (10) 
feet in height above the level of the attachment thereof to the structure. 


(h) All wireless communications facilities shall be designed to be 
constructed at the minimum height necessary to accommodate the 
anticipated and future use. 


(i) A wireless communications facility shall not be erected nearer to 
any property line than a distance equal to the vertical height of the facility 
(inclusive of any appurtenant devices), measured at the mean finished 
grade of the facility base. 


(j) A wireless communications facility shall not be erected nearer to a 
residential lot line than five hundred (500) feet. 


(k) Siting shall be such that the view of the wireless communications 
facility from adjacent abutters, residential neighbors and other areas of 
Town shall be as limited as possible. All facilities shall be painted or 
otherwise colored so they will blend in with the landscape or the 
structure on which they are located. A different coloring scheme shall be 
used to blend the facility with the landscape below and above the tree or 
building line. 


(1) Wireless communications facilities shall be suitably screened from 
abutters and residential neighborhoods. 


(m) Fencing shall be provided to control access to wireless 
communications facilities and shall be compatible with the scenic 
character of the Town. Fencing shall not be of razor wire material. 


(n) Existing on-site vegetation shall be preserved to the maximum 
extent practicable.

(0) There shall be no signs, except for announcement signs, no 
trespassing signs and a required sign giving a phone number where the 
owner can be reached on a twenty-four (24) hour basis. All signs shall 
conform with Section V-H of the Natick Zoning By-Laws. 


(p) Night lighting of the facilities shall be prohibited unless required 
by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting shall be limited 
to that needed for emergencies and/or as required by the FAA. 


(q) There shall be a minimum of one (1) parking space for each 
facility, to be used in connection with the maintenance of the facility and 
the site, and not to be used for the permanent storage or vehicles. 


(r) To the extent technologically feasible, all network 
interconnections from the facility shall be via land lines. 


(s) Applicants proposing to erect facilities on municipally owned land 
or structures shall provide evidence of proper authorization from the 
Town of Natick to conduct wireless communications services on 
municipally owned property. 


(t) Traffic associated with the facility and accessory facilities and 
structures shall not adversely affect abutting ways. 


(u) Satellite dishes and/or antennae may be located on structures or 
may be free-standing. 


(v) Satellite dishes and/or antennae shall be situated on a structure in 
such a manner that they are screened, preferably not being visible from 
abutting streets. Free standing dishes or antennae shall be located on the 
landscape in such a manner so as to minimize visibility from abutting 
streets and residences and to limit the need to remove existing 
vegetation. All equipment shall be colored, molded and/or installed to 
blend into the structure and/or the landscape. 


(w) Annual certification demonstrating continuing compliance with the 
standards of the Federal Communications Commission, Federal Aviation 
Administration and the American Nationals Standards Institute and 
required maintenance shall be filed with the Building Inspector by the 
special permit holder. 


(x) All unused facilities or parts thereof or accessory facilities and 
structures which have not been used for six (6) months shall be 
dismantled and removed at the owner's expense. 


(3) Procedure for a Special Permit 
(a) All applications for wireless communications facilities, antennae or 
satellite dishes shall be made and filed on the applicable application 


forms for site plan and special permit in compliance with the Natick 
Planning Board Application Regulations and Instructions. In addition to 
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the requirements for Site Plan Review under Section VI DD of the Natick 
Zoning By-Laws and the Special Permit Requirements under Section VI 
EE of the Natick Zoning By-Laws and any applicable Planning Board 
regulations, five (5) copies of the following information must be 
submitted for an application to be considered complete. 


(I) A locus plan at a scale of 1"-200' which shall show all 
property lines, the exact location of the proposed structure(s), 
street, landscape features, residential dwellings and 
neighborhoods and all buildings within five-hundred (500) feet of 
the facility. 


(ii) A color photograph or rendition of the facility with its 
antennae and/or panels. For satellite dishes or antennae, a 
color photograph or rendition illustrating the dish or 
antenna at the proposed location is required. A rendition 
shall also be prepared illustrating a view of the monopole, 
dish or antenna from the nearest street or streets. 


(iii) |The following information must be prepared by a 
registered professional engineer: 


(a) a description of the facility and the technical , economic and other 
reasons for the proposed location, height and design. 


(b) confirmation that the facility complies with all applicable Federal, 
Massachusetts and Natick standards. 


(c) a description of the capacity of the facility and any accessory 
structures including the number and type of panels, antennae and/or 
transmitter receivers that it can accommodate and the basis for these 
calculations. 


(d) awritten statement that the proposed facility complies with, or is 
exempt from applicable regulations administered by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA), Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission 
and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


(iv) The applicant shall submit with each application all fees 
required by the permit granting authority.

Markey's Telecommunications Act in order to create more competition and achieve 

lower cost to the consumer. It is widely believed that within a few more years there 

may be as many as 20 competitors serving the Commonwealth. If town meeting were 

to adopt Article 33 it clearly would be discrimination among providers by prohibiting 
| companies such as Sprint and NYNEX from serving Natick.

d. All funds collected shall be deposited by the Town Treasurer in a special 
account entitled "Special Property Tax Recovery Account" and after reimbursement of 
any expenses from any appropriation from the General Fund, the balance shall be 
used to directly reduce the property taxes for each class, for the year in which any 
funds are collected or received.

transacting business or delivering services, or wherein performers appear in a state of 
nudity as that term is defined in M.G.L. chapter 272, section 31." 


"Adult bookstore: An establishment having at least fifteen (15%) percent of its 
business inventory, stock in trade, books, magazines, or other materials for sale, rental 
or display at any point in time; which are distinguished or characterized by their 
emphasis depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as 
defined in M.G.L. chapter 272, section 31." 
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"Adult motion picture theater: An enclosed building used for presenting motion 
pictures, slides, photo displays, videos or other material for viewing, distinguished by 
an emphasis on matter depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual 
excitement as defined in M.G.L., chapter 272, section 31." 


"Adult paraphernalia store: An establishment having at least fifteen (15%) 
percent of its business inventory or stock in trade as devices, objects, tools or toys or 
other materials for sale, rental or display at any point in time; which are distinguished 
or characterized by their association with sexual activity, including sexual conduct or 
sexual excitement as defined in M.G.L. chapter 272, section 31." 


"Adult video store: An establishment having at least fifteen (15%) percent of its 
business inventory or stock in trade as videos, movies, or other film materials for sale, 
rental or display at any point in time; which are distinguished or characterized by their 
emphasis depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as 
defined in M.G.L. chapter 272, section 31." 


"Establishments which display live nudity: Any establishment which provides 
live entertainment for its patrons, which includes the display of nudity either by 
workers in the course of transacting business or delivering services, or wherein 
performers appear in a state of nudity, as that term is defined in M.G.L. chapter 272, 
section 31."

defined in M.G.L., chapter 272, section 31; the percentage of revenues attributable to 
the display of live nudity; and the percentage of the time devoted by a business to the 
provision of live entertainment for its patrons, which includes the display of nudity. 


6. Add a new Section 323.6 to read as follows: 


"323.6 Savings clause: 

If any provision, clause, section or other part of Sections 323.4 or 323.5 shall be 
held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, the 
tTemainder of these Sections shall not be affected thereby, but shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


7. In Section V-H SIGNS AND ADVERTISING DEVICES, C, REGULATIONS

Section 323.71 - Land in the RC district in which the underlying zoning is 
Highway mixed Use III (HM-IIl) is specifically excluded. 


D. The following Section III-H shall be added: 
III-H - Wireless Communications Facilities 
1. Purpose and Intent 


To provide guidance for the installation of monopole towers, antennae, 
and other communication structures for Wireless Communications 
Facilities within the Town of Natick and to establish standards to protect 
the interests of the general public, provide for public safety, minimize 
the visual impacts on inhabitants of the Town, minimize the overall 
number and height of such facilities to only what is essential, and to 
promote the shared use of such facilities to reduce the need for new 
facilities. 


2. Definitions 


Antenna - a device attached to any structure, for the purposes of 
transmitting or receiving wireless communication. 


Device - Any antennas or other apparatus that performs the function of 
antennas, together with any telecommunications structures, equipment 
and facilities ancillary and/or accessory thereto; by way of example 
and not limitation, “device” shall mean among other things panel 
antennas, whip antennas, pole antennas, dish and cone-shaped 
antennas, other free-standing antennas, and personal wireless service 
facilities. (It is recognized that the technology is rapidly changing and 
the definitions herein, specifically that of a “device”, is intended to 
encompass such devices and things as they evolve over time) 


Height - a distance measured from the average grade of the land 
surrounding the device to its highest point, surface for projection, in the 
case of free standing devices, or a distance measured from the average 
finished grade of the area surrounding the exterior walls to the highest 
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point, surface or projection of the device, in the case of devices 
mounted on existing buildings. 

Wireless Communication Facility (WCF) - Any structure or device that 
is used for the express purpose of conducting wireless communication 
including antennas, towers, satellite dishes, or equipment for 
transferring wireless transmissions with or without a building to house 
and/or maintain such equipment. 


Wireless Communication Services (WCS) - the provision of the 
following types of services: cellular telephone service, personal 
communications service, and enhanced specialized mobile radio 
service. 


3. Permitted Uses 

No Wireless Communications Facility may be erected or installed 
except upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the Planning Board 
acting as a Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) in accordance 
with Section VI-EE, and subject to Site Plan Approval as set forth in 
Section VI-DD. The following devices or combination of devices 
installed on land, building, or other structures, shall be allowed by 
Special Permit provided the requirements of Section III-H. are satisfied: 


Monopoles - The only tower, Wireless Communications Facilities 
allowed are free-standing monopoles, with associated antennae and/or 
panels. Lattice type towers and similar facilities requiring three or 
more legs and/or guy wires for support are not allowed. 


Detached Facilities - Satellite dishes and/or antennae may be free- 
standing. 


Attached Facilities - Satellite dishes and/or antennae that are 
incorporated into the design elements of a building or structure. 


4. Criteria for Approval 


In considering a Special Permit for approval, the Planning Board shall 
assure that the following criteria are met: 


a) Demonstrated Need - New wireless communications facilities shall 
be considered by the Planning Board only upon a finding that the 
existing or approved facilities cannot technologically accommodate the 
wireless communications equipment planned for the proposed facility. 


Alternatives Analysis - The applicant must provide information that less 
visually obtrusive sites have been considered as part of the site 
selection process for potential sites, such as church steeples, street 
lights, clock towers, electric transmission towers, water tanks, and 
rooftops to address aesthetic concerns of the Town of Natick. 


c) Compliance - Compliance with all provisions of the By-Law. 
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d) Co-Location - To the maximum extent feasible, all service providers 
shall co-locate at a single facility. Wireless Communications 
Facilities shall be designed to accommodate the maximum number 
of users technologically practical. The intent of this requirement is 
to reduce the number of facilities which will be required to be 
located within the community. 


e) Siting - Siting shall be such that the view of the Wireless 
Communications Facility from adjacent abutters, residential neighbors 
and other areas of Town shall be as limited as possible. A visual study, 
depicting within a three (3) mile radius, any portion of the proposed 
monopole which could be seen. 


f) Minimum Height - All Wireless Communications Facilities shall be 
designed to be constructed at the minimum height necessary to 
accommodate the anticipated and future use. 


5. Standards for Wireless Communications Facilities 
A) The following standards apply to Monopole Towers, Free-Standing 
Facilities and Attached Facilities: 


1) Preservation of Landscape - Existing on-site vegetation shall be 
preserved to the maximum extent practicable. Wireless 
Communication Facilities shall be located on the landscape in such a 
manner so as to minimize visibility from abutting streets and 
residences. 


Screening - Wireless Communications Facilities shall be suitably 
screened from abutters and residential neighborhoods. All facilities 
shall be painted or otherwise colored and textured so they will blend in 
with the landscape or the structure on which they are located. A 
different coloring scheme shall be used to blend the facility with the 
landscape below and above the tree or building line. Landscaping 
shall be provided to minimize the visual impacts of the facility on the 
surrounding area. 


Municipal Land - Applicants proposing to erect Wireless 
Communications Facilities on municipally owned land or structures 
shall provide evidence of contractual authorization from the Town of 
Natick to conduct Wireless Communications Services on municipally 
owned property. 


B) Monopoles - The following standards apply to Monopoles 


1) Maximum Height - No monopole Wireless Communications Facility 
or attached accessory antennae or satellite dish shall exceed one 
hundred twenty-five (125) feet in height as measured from ground level 
at the base of the facility. 


2) Property Line Setback - A monopole Wireless Communications 
Facility shall not be erected nearer than one hundred twenty-five (125)

to any property line. 


C) Monopoles and Detached Facilities - The following standards apply 
to both Monopoles and Detached Facilities: 


1) Fencing - Fencing shall be provided to control access to Wireless 
Communications Facilities and shall be compatible with the scenic 
character of the Town. Fencing shall not be of razor wire material. 

2) Signs - There shall be no signs, except for announcement signs, “no 
trespassing” signs and a required sign giving a phone number where 
the owner can be reached on a twenty-four (24) hour basis. All signs 
shall conform with Section V-H of the Natick zoning by-laws. 


3) lighting - Lighting of the facilities shall be prohibited unless 
required by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting shall 
be limited to that needed for emergencies and/or as required by the 
FAA. 


4) Parking - There shall be a minimum of one (1) parking space for 
each facility, to be used in connection with the maintenance of the 
facility and the site, and not to be used for the permanent storage of 
vehicles. 


5) Utilities - All network interconnections from the facility shall be via 
underground lines. 


Circulation - Traffic associated with the facility, any accessory facilities, 
and structures shall not adversely affect abutting ways. 


D.) Attached Facilities - The following standards apply to Attached 
facilities: 


1) Screening - Satellite dishes and/or antennae shall be situated on a 
structure in such a manner that they are screened, preferably not being 
visible from abutting streets. All equipment shall be colored, molded 
and/or installed to blend into the structure and/or the landscape. 


2) Consistency - Shall be finished in a manner designed to be 
aesthetically pleasing consistent with the exterior finish of such 
building or structure. 


3) Preservation of Architectural Features - Mounted in such a manner 
that it does not obscure any window or other architectural feature 


4) Maximum Height - Antennae or dishes located on a structure shall 
not exceed ten (10) foot in height above the level of the attachment 
thereof to the structure. 


5) Horizontal Extent - Extend beyond the surface of any wall, or 


exterior surface in the case of structures that do not have walls, by more 
than 18 inches. 
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6) Vertical Extent - Extend more than 8 feet below the top of the wall, or 
exterior surface in the case of structures that do not have walls, of a 
multi-story building or structure. 


7) Surface Area - Comprised of devices which do not individually or in 
the aggregate have a front surface area facing surrounding streets and 
adjacent properties that exceeds 50 square feet in area. 


8) Architectural Review - Projects located within Historical Districts 
must be reviewed by the Historical District Commission for 
Architectural Appropriateness. The Historical District Commission’s 
comments will be weighed in the consideration of granting of a Special 
Permit for Wireless Communications Facilities in these districts. 


6. Special Regulations 


The Planning Board shall adopt Special Regulations for Wireless 
Communications Facilities. 


7. Exemptions 


Facilities used for the Purposes set forth in M.G.L. c.40A, S3. and the 
following types of Wireless Communications Facilities are exempt from 
this Section III-H: 


a) Amateur Radio Towers - used in accordance with the terms of any 
amateur radio service license issued by the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC), provided that (1) the tower is not used or licensed 
for any commercial purpose, (2) the tower 

must have a cost or replacement value of less than $10,000; and (3) the 
tower must be removed if the use is discontinued for six (6) months. 


b) Household Uses - a device for customary. household use such as a 
conventional chimney mount television antenna or home satellite dish 
not over three feet in diameter in conjunction with a single or two- 
family dwelling provided that in the case of a home satellite dish that is 
a free standing device 


c) Public Safety - a device used exclusively for non-commercial, public 
safety 
purposes. 


8. Operational Requirements 

a) Expansion of Use - Any proposed extension in the height, addition of 
cells, antennae or panels, construction of a new _ wireless 
communications facility, or replacement of a facility, shall be subject to 
a new application for an amendment to the Special Permit. 


b) Annual Certification - Annual certification demonstrating continuing 
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compliance with the standards of the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC), Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) and the 
American Nationals Standards Institute (ANSI) and required 
maintenance shall be filed with the Building Inspector by the Special 
Permit holder on January 1* of each year of operation. 


c) Unused Facilities - All unused facilities or parts thereof or accessory 
facilities and structures which have not been used for six (6) months 
shall be dismantled and removed at the owner's expense. 


d) Security - The Planning Board may ask for an acceptable form of 
security to cover costs to remove unused facilities, and to restore the 
area to its original condition. Such security will be returned to facility 
owners after successful removal and restoration of such facilities. 


e) Expiration - Special Permits granted shall be limited to a five year 
period from date of approval at which point the applicant can file for an 
extension to continue use of permitted facilities. This will allow 
periodic review by the Planning Board to evaluate permit conditions 
reflecting advances in knowledge, experience and technology. 


f) Technological Advances - Equipment shall be downsized, to the 
extent practicable as technology advances, and removed when no 
longer needed. 


E. The following provision shall be added to Section VI-DD. 2.b 
regarding SPGA designation for Site Plan Review. 


The Planning Board shall act as the SPGA for all review procedure 
concerning Wireless Communications Facilities; 


or otherwise act thereon. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee recommends referral of the 
subject matter of Article 32 to the Planning Board. 


PLANNING BOARD RECOMMENDATION: Favorable Action 3-2-0 


The Board recommends to Town Meeting that having the protection of 
a bylaw regulating wireless transmission towers is better than nothing at all. 


COUNTED VOTE, 54 YES, 37 NO, to refer the subject matter of Article 32 to 
the Planning Board.
